There seems to be a plaintive note in 
the popular song the radio brought to 
our ears, “When the lights go on again 

all over the world.” How 
“When the strange that such large areas 
Lights Go of our boasted civilization 
On Again” should experience the black- 

out! What a relief that the 
dimout has been lifted on the coasts of 
our own country! Those who live in 
coastal cities have had more reminders 
than others of the fact that we are actu- 
ally engaged in war. There one realizes 
that we are not only attacking an enemy, 
but we face the haunting possibility of 
an enemy attacking us. 

In Europe and deep in the Pacific the 
dimout and blackout are still in vogue. 
There are multitudes in Europe and in 
Asia who must echo the wistful desire of 
the song as they look toward the day the 
lights go on again. 

We wish those who are forming world 
policies, and who in sincerity are trying 
to find the cause and cure of war, would 
think of this matter of darkness. The 
apostle Paul has something to say about 
it in the first chapter of Romans. There 
he gives the history of humanity and in 
so doing he has given us the philosophy 
of war. 

Speaking of the ancient world, Paul 
says, “But became vain in their imagina- 
tions, and their foolish heart was dark- 
ened” (Rom. 1:21). Notice he did not 
merely say their hearts were dark, but 
darkened. This doesn’t suggest the evo- 
lution of morals! It does suggest move- 
ment, but in the wrong direction. Nor 
does it indicate that their primary state 
was dark. Notice, please, all the related 
expressions in the context. “Became vain 
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in their reasonings ... became fools... 
changed the glory of the corruptible God, 
etc.” You see the responsibility is all on 
man and none of it on God. 

Man never would have written this 
about himself. Nor could he, for he 
doesn’t know anything is wrong. A child 
brought up in a dirty house doesn’t know 
the house is dirty. People who have lived 
windward of the stockyards for twenty 
years do not mind in the least! 

Centuries of sin have resulted in gen- 
erations of sinners whose only defense is 
they are just as good as other sinners. 
But they are darkened, and they need to 
be introduced to the rejected Person, the 
only Person who has dared call Himself 
the Light of the world.

There are many occupations and inter- 
ests of the people which through force 
of circumstances are laid aside for the 

period of the war. But sin 


“Without knows no vacation. In fact, 
Natural war seems to encourage sin, 
Affection” particularly sins of cruelty 


and brutality. 

In one city newspaper there has been 
an entire series of incidents where fe- 
thers or mothers were arrested for the 
physical abuse of small children. A 
mother in a fit of anger struck a two- 
year-old with a poker and killed it. A 
drunken father maimed a three-year-old 
lad. Another knocked out the three front 
teeth of a youngster. 

Another city has just sentenced a 
thirty-four-year-old father for taking 
the lives of his wife and four sons. And 
a sixteen-year-old youth murdered his 
mother. Another killed his grandmother. 

“Without natural affection” is an ana- 
lytical phrase Paul uses in describing the 
sins of the ancient world. The same peo- 
ple are said to be “disopedient to par- 
ents.” 

All of this sin was and is rooted in the 
rejection of divine revelation. Read it 
as the apostle gives it in Romans 1, and 
you will see cause and effect. They re- 
fused to retain God in their knowledge 
(v. 28)—this is the cause. They were 
“without natural affection”’—this is the 
effect. 
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Christ is not interested in making na- 
tions nominally Christian, but in making 
individuals passionately Christian. He 

prefers the heart allegiance 


Christ of the few to the head alle- 
and giance of the many. 
You This realization comes to a 


person’s mind as he reads 


the last chapter of John’s Gospel and 
hears Christ say, “Lovest thou me more 
than these?” One of the dimensions of 
grace is in the declaration, “God so 
loved”; but surely there is another di- 
mension of grace in the expressed desire, 
“Lovest thou me?” 

There isn’t anything of surprise in the 
fact that a Saviour who has done so 
much for us should require trust and 
obedience. But how striking that He 
should expect love. And how startling 
that He should desire it. Of course, it is 
not the love of an unregenerate heart. 
That heart is at enmity with God. Only 
the Christian has this capacity for love. 
Yes, we mean capacity rather than capa- 
bility, “because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost 
which is given unto you”. (Rom. 5:5). 

The apostle John says, “We love him, 
because he first loved us” (I John 4:19). 
By the enabling power of the Spirit, let’s 
do it.

“According to a chart prepared by 
Cornell University, it is actually possible 
for some people to make a profit by giv- 
ing money away. First they must be in 
the upper tax brackets. Then they must 
have long term securities that have ap- 
preciated in value. And finally, the se- 
curities must become a gift to education, 
charity, or other causes. The chart com- 
pares the owner’s net return from selling 
appreciated securities as contrasted with 
giving them to education. It shows that 
in many cases it costs less to give them 
away than it does to sell them and pocket 
the proceeds. One example: A donor in 
the 85 per cent income tax bracket makes 
an actual profit of $25 by giving away 
$1,000 worth of securities that originally 
cost him $300.”

Fifty-four 
students were enrolled, and forty com- 
pleted the course, receiving a certificate. 


Sinning Children—an Editorial 


T HAS been asked a hundred times, Of 

what profit is it to our nation to win 
the war and lose the peace? The answer 
is obvious and definite. But there is one 
question even more persistent: What 
shall it profit America to win the war 
and lose its soul? And children are the 
soul of the nation. 

There are increasing signs of general 
moral decay. Drunkenness, gambling, 
immorality, the vices which accompany 
war, were having a happy holiday even 
before we got into the conflict, but now 
they are holding carnival. Some of the 
cities near army and naval training cen- 
ters present sins as sordid and sensual as 
ever graced, or disgraced, cities of ancient 
infamy. 

And what will happen when the highly 
paid war workers are allowed to buy and 
use new cars? We will have packed 
highways and a tremendous increase in 
drunken drivers. Whiskey and gasoline 
never will mix with safety to anyone, 
even the innocent bystanders. 

In thinking of these general moral con- 
ditions, we can’t help but wonder what 
will happen to millions in uniform, if and 
when peace suddenly comes. Undoubted- 
ly the dangers connected with war act as 
a brake to most men. But when the war 
is over and the brakes are taken off, 
what then? 

Where do our children come in? Well, 
that’s the darkest shadow in the whole 
picture, for America’s number one social 
problem is juvenile delinquency. Child 
murderers and child prostitutes are so 
many, the problem is forcing itself on 
every section of the country, particularly 
industrial and war training areas. 

The FBI made public a report in which 
the most significant item dealt with the 
increase in arrests of under-age girls for 
“crimes against common decency,” de- 
fined as drunkenness, vagrancy, disor- 
derly conduct, prostitution, and other sex 
crimes. Comparatively, the arrests for 
the same period, January to June, were 
89 per cent higher in ’43 than in ’42. 

Perhaps you saw the Washington Post 
article, reproduced in the Reader’s Di- 
gest. An investigator said parents are too 
busy to look after their children, so 
truancy is rising everywhere. And with it 
comes serious delinquency among boys 
and girls from eleven to fifteen—sex of- 
fenses, drinking, and burglary. 

The investigator quoted a teacher, tell- 
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ing of three boys, twelve, thirteen and 
fourteen, who came to school intoxicated, 
and went on to indicate that it is a com- 
mon thing for young girls to wake up 
drunk in a police station without know- 
ing how they got there. 

This same article told how a social 
worker in Los Angeles counted forty-five 
infants locked in cars at a single park- 
ing lot while their mothers were at work 
in war plants. “Older children in many 
cities sit in the movie, seeing the same 
film over and over again, until mother 
comes off the swing shift and picks them 
up. Some children of working parents 


are locked in their homes, others are ~ 


locked out.” 

Newspapers and all kinds of periodicals 
are carrying articles of warning concern- 
ing this tragic problem. The Cosmopoli- 
tan Magazine, in an article, “Our Teen- 
Age Crime Wave,” pointed to some facts 
which should be alarming and arresting. 
Here are incidents from that article: 

In Los Angeles, police arrested a gang 
of twenty-nine boys and ten girls accused 
of murder, assault, robbery, and other 
violent crimes. For membership it was 
required that boys commit a hold-up, 
that girls be seduced by the boys. 

The‘judge of a New York City police 
court recommended that city parks be 
closed at night because of prostitution, 
“not of adult professionals, but of sol- 
dier-mad and sailor-mad girls from 
twelve to sixteen.” 

As the writer prepares this editorial, 
he has in front of him clippings, articles, 
which could hardly be fully quoted, even 
if we used every column of this issue. 

The evidence is quite clear that the 
problem is not so much juvenile de- 
linquency as parental delinquency. Par- 
ents have failed. We doubt if it is any 
mother’s duty to check her child to fill 
a war job. Employment may be necessary 
to support the child, but that’s another 
matter. Some people are using war as an 
excuse for what they do, when they are 
really dominated by the lust for money 
and the love of pleasure. 

Some children are the innocent vic- 
tims of broken homes. The easy divorce 
of the last few years is now exacting its 
toll. The movie’s education in crime and 
free love is having its effect. The indif- 
ferent attitude of parents toward the 
church and Sunday school is bearing 
fruit. And so far as the moral looseness

of parents is concerned, the cocktail bar 
is one of the worst offenders. 

The Chicago Daily News just yester- 
day said, “Worldly-wise at the age of 
four, Jerry Krause, spokesman for his 
four brothers and sisters, nonchalantly 
told a policeman at 11:30 last night that 
they were alone ‘because mom’s probably 
at the saloon.’ ” 

There are some situations not of the 
parents’ devising. A housing project in 
Atlanta, Ga., issues a little paper, and in 
their latest, listed thirty young children 
whose pre-Pearl Harbor fathers have just 
been taken in the draft; this in one com- 
munity, mind you. We know someone has 
to fight the war, but we can’t help but 
wonder if other classifications have been 
exhausted. For instance, who are the 
thousands of young men out of uniform 
to be seen in Washington? Is it health 
or pull which keeps them civilians? 

Anyway, young mothers who have sud- 
denly thrust upon them the sole respon- 
sibility for the children need a great deal 
of help and sympathy. 

It’s possible to write reams concerning 
conditions, but after all, the question 
arises, What can be done? 

Christians should not shut their eyes 
to what is going on, even if they do not 
feel directly concerned. Some of these 
facts are most unpleasant, but they must 
be faced. 

Organizations are in some ~measure 
aroused. Attempts are being made to 
further wholesome recreation among 
boys and girls. 

Churches should lay careful plans for 
reaching unchurched youth. Sunday 
school enlargement should be attempted, 
with well-thought-out methods of ex- 
tending not merely a casual invitation, 
but a repeated, persistent invitation to 
Sunday school. In the realization that 
you cannot keep children in Sunday 
school all week, the church will be 
forced to give consideration to relating 
its activities to other organizations—all 
of this without forfeiting its spiritual 
emphasis. The fact is, these children 
need the gospel and they also need in- 
struction in the Word of God. 

All of these problems are, in the last 
analysis, spiritual, for they are in the 
realm of morals. Reform of itself is not 
permanent. But the gospel, in its pres- 
entation of a living Christ, results in 
transformed lives and communities.

OTH IN THE WORLD OF NATURE and 

the world of human nature we 

have a habit of getting over 

things. Whether for good or ill, 

the law of recovery is always at 
work. 

Nature is always getting over things. 
Did you ever see a landscape devastated 
by flood or hurricane, crops ruined, trees 
uprooted, everything wrecked by a mad 
upheaval as though Mother Nature had 
run wild in a mad fit of temper? As 
you looked over the mad desolation, it 
seemed that the view could never be 
lovely again. But let the months roll by 
and after a while the grass grows again, 
the flowers bloom, fresh crops are grown, 
and -you would never know there had 
been a disaster. Nature tenderly heals 
her own wounds. She gets over it. 

Walking over old battlefields one sees 
the healing of the scars of conflict. There 
are old Civil War battlegrounds where 
one has to look hard to see the marks of 
war. And the scenes of this present 
carnage will be covered up by and by. 
Indeed, in the fields of England bomb 
explosions have brought to the surface 
subsoils containing the seeds of plants 
long extinct. Already ninety-five varieties 
of flowers and shrubs, unknown for 
decades, have been found in bomb 
craters. As horrible as the devastation is, 
nature works her miracle and gets over 
it. 

Indeed, the human race has gotten 
over a lot of things. There have been 
wars and pestilences and famines and 
disasters that threatened to wipe us out. 
Alarmists have groaned, “We'll never 
get over this!” but somehow we have 
survived. This does not mean that we 
wouldn’t have been a thousand times 
better off without some of the miseries 
we brought on ourselves; but, just the 
same, the human race has an astonish- 
ing power of recovery. 

And this is just as true with us in- 
dividuals. What an astounding faculty 
for getting over things our bodies possess!

Babies cry for what they want, but if I 
should go down the street wailing for 
an ice-cream cone I should be dealt 
with in an institution; I am supposed 
to have got over all that. When I was 
a child, I spake as a child, I understood 
as a child, I thought as a child; but 
when I became a man, I put away child- 
ish things. It is well and good for a 
youngster to pray, “Now I lay me down 
to sleep,’ but we oldsters should have a 
better prayer than that. I know of a 
man who prided himself that he still 
prayed that prayer. If anyone had told 
him he had the mind of a child, he 
would have been insulted. 
If he had the body of a 
child, he would have been a 
monstrosity; yet, strangely 
enough, he gloried in the 
spiritual stature of a child.

works both ways. While we tend to get 


over many things we should get over, 
we are also inclined to get over things 
we should not get over. A young man 
sets out, let us say, to be a physician 
with high dreams and noble ideals, 
aflame with enthusiasm to be a bene- 
factor of men. But with the years, the 
grim reality of things as they are, takes 
its toll. The people he helps will not pay 
their bills; he sees so much of the per- 
versity and deceitfulness of human 
nature; older men take the wind out 
of his sails. 

A well-known writer tells of a young 
doctor who said to an old one, “Father, 
it may be because I’m young, but I hold 
before me very strongly the ideals of 
our profession. I feel as though I had 
been dedicated to some sacred calling, 
some lifelong service.” “You'll get over 
that,” returned the old doctor. “When 
you’ve gone ten miles in the dead of 
winter, at midnight, to take a pin out of 
a squalling baby’s back, why, you may 
change your mind!” 

And probably he will, for the years 
get us over our earlier dreams if we 
aren’t careful, and what starts out as a 
golden consecration may end in a 
grouchy cynicism. Alas, I have some- 
times seen an old preacher, who should 
be ending his days sweetly and glorious- 

ly in the richness of a full experience, 
grow bitter and sour. He started out 
brightly enough. But he has seen so 
much of the evil of men’s hearts, he has 
been disappointed so much in men he 
once deeply respected, he has had the 
Spirit quenched so often within him, 
that now he has developed a cold cyni- 
cism that views critically every man who 
still has his early fire. The trouble is, 
he has got over it. And now he is a 
wet blanket, quenching the Spirit in 
e 
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others as if he were continually saying, 
“Yes, I used to feel that way, but you'll 
get over it!” 

Now, fortunately, not all ministers get 
over it. I know some who have managed 
to carry their springtime zeal through 
summer and autumn and into the snows 
of winter. It has been mellowed and re- 
fined and sweetened, but it is still there 
and burning more brightly than ever. 
It has been said, “The devil has no happy 
old men.” The real difference that Christ 
makes is that when He controls we grow 
childlike, but without Him we grow 
childish, and never does it show up so 
much as in old age. Our Lord said, 
“Expect ye be converted and become as 

little children, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.” It is just this that 
makes children so delightful, they haven’t 
got over it. Life is still full of surprises, 
and grim reality has not toned down the 
rosy dreams of youth. Unfortunately, we 

have grown a crop of youngsters that get 
over it far too soon and become blasé and 

fed-up before they are out of their teens, 

but that is probably more our fault than 

theirs. A normal child and a normal 

Christian are alike in that they haven’t 
got over everything. 


= HERE IS A TROUBLE in 
the church today. She has got over it. 
It was the trouble at Ephesus—“Thou 
hast left thy first love.” Alas, there are 
married couples that get over it, and 
divorce courts are filled with the wreck- 
age. The fires of sweetheart affection die 
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will quench the Spirit in him unless he 


and bliss turns to boredom. Something 
like that comes over churches. The Chris- 
tians at Ephesus had started out on fire 
for God, in love with the Lord and each 
other. They were still orthodox and busy, 
but something was lacking. They had 
got over it. They needed a revival. 

We hear a lot these days about Mod- 
ernism and worldliness, but 
there is a third evil, per- 
haps worse than both the 
others. It is the dreadful 

+ state of many orthodox 
Christians whose doctrine 
is sound and who could not 
be called worldly by any 
stretch of the imagination, 
but who have become fed- 
up and heavy and who are 
harder to arouse than the 
grossest sinners. They have 
read so much and heard 
so much that nothing sur- 
prises them; they have lost 
their capacity for being 
stirred. When one rises to 
address them, he feels a re- 
action that says, “We have 
heard all the big preach- 
ers; we have read the 
books; nothing you can say 
will be new. We are vet- 
erans and do not propose 
to get excited over any- 
thing.

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RESS DISPATCHES brought the sad 
news of the death of Ensign Neal 
Anderson Scott, son of a Presby- 
terian minister of Goldsboro, N. C. 
Ensign Scott was graduated with 
honors from Davidson College in 1940. 
He then entered the Harvard School of 
Business Administration. When the war 
came he promptly enlisted in the Navy. 

During the naval battle around the 
Solomon Islands a Japanese bomber 
made a suicide dive right onto the deck 
of Ensign Scott’s ship. Young Scott was 
mortally wounded. Evidently he knew he 
had only a few minutes to live. First he 
gave the order, “Keep those guns firing, 
mates.” After that he dictated a farewell 
message to his father: “To have had you 
and Mother for these twenty-four years 
has been all I could ask for in this 
world.” Then he was gone. 

These last words are a wonderful 
tribute to his parents. Would that every 
son could give this testimony concern- 
ing those who nurtured him. These words 
will no doubt go down to coming gen- 
erations. One finds it hard to imagine 
the feelings of his parents. But it is safe 
to say they will treasure those words 
among their most precious possessions. 
Considering the circumstances under 
which they were spoken, Ensign Scott’s 
last words deserve to live and to be 
passed on to the young people of Amer- 
ica and the world for generations to 
come. 


Bue BEHOLD, A GREATER THAN 
Ensicn Scott is here! Long ago the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who had died and risen 
again, spoke His last message to a group 
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of disciples. And considering that which 
went before and the circumstances under 
which these words were spoken, they are 
among the most treasured possessions of 
the Christian Church. Let us who profess 
to be His disciples lay up His last words 
in our hearts and never forget them. 

These words are recorded for us in 
Matthew 28:18-20. Their climaxing 
thought is that His disciples were to be 
witnesses, testifying by lip and life to 
the glorious gospel. The most casual 
reader of the Gospels will agree that it 
was the burning desire of Jesus that His 
disciples be witnesses. At the beginning 
of His ministry He said, “Follow me, and 
I will make you fishers of men” (Matt. 
4:19); and at the close of His ministry, 
“Ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Spirit is come upon you: and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me .. . unté the 
uttermost part of the earth” (Acts 1:8). 
At the conclusion of John’s Gospel we 
find Jesus saying, “As my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you” (John 
20°21). 

Luke records Jesus’ last message with 
these words: “Repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached . . . among 
all nations ... And ye are witnesses of 
these things” (Luke 24:47, 48). Mark’s 
well-known phrase is, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature” (Mark 16:15). Then in Mat- 
thew we read: “All power is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth. Go ye there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teach- 
ing them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you: and, lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world. Amen.” 

These words are the marching orders 
of the Church. These are the words from 
the King to His subjects, the Teacher 
to His students, the Lord to His servants. 
We submit that the Christian Church is 
ever to be aggressive, seeking to win 
others to the faith and the truth. 


N OTICE THAT THIS LAST MES-~ 
SAGE of Christ to His disciples speaks 
primarily of a great claim. The Revised 
Version is more accurate: “All authority 
hath been given unto me in heaven and 
on earth.” Jesus spoke these words after 
His resurrection from the dead. For three 
days He had remained in the grave, but 
on the third day He arose a victor from 
the grave with a mighty triumph o’er 
His foes. God thus highly exalted Him 
and gave Him a name which is above

every name. To Him then has all au- 
thority and power been given in heaven 
and on earth. He is our Almighty King, 
the Lord of all creation. He is the 
Sovereign of all the universe. There is 
nothing He cannot do. Some day every 
knee shall bow and every tongue con- 
fess Him to be Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father. When He comes the 
second time in power and great glory, 
then the kingdoms of this world shall 
become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
His Christ; and He shall reign forever 
and ever (Rev. 11:15), and of His king- 
dom there shall be no end. His dominion 
shall be from sea to sea. All authority in 
heaven and on earth has been given to 
Him! 

Let us bow before Him. Let us offer 
Him our praise and glory, our love, our 
hearts. What a glorious Saviour is Jesus 
our Lord! Though on the cross He pur- 
chased our salvation by the shedding of 
His precious blood, suffering and dying 
in our stead, now we see Him as He is 
forever—our glorified and eternal Lord, 
to whom all power has been given. The 
least we can do is to yield our hearts and 
wills to Him. 

As we consider Him, His virgin birth, 
virtuous life, vicarious death, victorious 
resurrection, and visible coming again, 
there surges up in our hearts a com- 
plete willingness to yield our all to Him. 
Let us thank God for our blessed and 
glorified Lord, and believe completely 
this supreme claim He made for Himself. 
Let us remember, all that is not obedient 
to Him and subject to Him shall perish. 

When Julian the Apostate, who sought 
to light again the fires on the altars 
of the pagan gods and destroy Chris- 
tianity, was on the march with his army 
in the campaign against Persia, in the 
year 363, one of the soldiers of his army 
said to a Christian who was being abused 
by the soldiery, “Where is your Carpenter 
now?” The reply of the Christian is im- 
mortal: “He is making a coffin for your 
emperor.” A few months afterward, 
Julian received a mortal wound in battle. 
The rumor was spread through the army 
that the wound was inflicted by a Chris- 
tian soldier in the ranks of the Roman 
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army. Julian, according to the story of 
Theodoret, realizing that his death was 
at hand, dipped his hand in the blood 
of his wound and threw it toward heaven, 
exclaiming as he did so, “Thou hast con- 
quered, O Galilean!” 

Yes, the Carpenter of Nazareth, exalted 
to the right hand of God, having re- 
ceived all authority in heaven and on 
earth, is making a coffin for all the kings 
and dictators and kingdoms of this world. 
One by one they flourish and are gone. 
But Christ’s is an everlasting kingdom 
which shall have no end. That alone 
endures which belongs to Him. Let us 
‘then acknowledge the claim.

_HE LAST MESSAGE OF CHRIST 
to His disciples speaks also of a great 
command. “Go ye therefore, and make 
disciples of all the nations.” Because of 
who He is and what He has done, He 
and He alone can utter such a command. 
This sort of a command would come 
either from a fool or from God. There 
are men today who seek world dominion, 
but the forces of justice are revealing 
their folly. Only God could make such a 
claim as Jesus made. Only God could 
issue such a command as this. And when 
Jesus spoke these words He spoke as 
very God of very God, the eternal Son. 
Since Christ has all authority, He will 
have all nations and men brought under 
His sway and will. The all-ruling Christ 
wants universal acceptance of His King- 
ship. But how the Church has failed her 
Lord! 

Our King speaks and ours is but to 
obey. This is not simply a recommenda- 
tion from Christ, or a suggestion for us 
to follow. This is the word of the King 
who expects and shall have complete 
obedience. The Lord commissioned His 
disciples to be the spiritual conquerors 
of the world. Without exception and 
apology, our Lord here commands. He 
did not seek to explain the command; 
not once did He ask if there were any 
questions. He spoke as a captain would 
address his soldiers, as a king would 
address his subjects. Of course, the 
Church may disobey, and she is very 
largely disobeying today. But under the 
conditions this is high treason against 
the holy and just court of heaven! It is 
at the Church’s present loss and future 
peril. 

Let us gladly then obey our blessed 
Lord and Master. Let us at all times 
seek to win others to the Saviour. Let us 
make disciples, pressing upon them the 
claims of Christ, urging them by kindly 
word and virtuous life to embrace the 
Saviour as He is freely offered to us in 
the gospel. By prayer, by the use of good 
tracts and leaflets, by a smile, the right 
word, the proper deed, let us ever seek 
to witness for the Saviour. -Let us make 
the life resolve of H. Clay Trumbull ours: 
“Whenever I am justified in choosing 
my subject of conversation with another, 
the theme of themes shall have promi- 
nence between us, so that I may learn his 
need, and, if possible, meet it.” To take 
this resolve and make it our own is 
nothing more than the meeting of our 
duty as Christ’s loyal followers. 

As people receive the Lord Jesus as 
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their Saviour, and are instructed in the 
Christian faith to observe all things 
whatsoever Jesus commanded, then is 
the Church of Christ built up, and then 
does it advance to the glory of God. 
And let us not forget that the best way 
to reach people for Christ is by per- 
sonal work. 

Dr. Cortland Myers one Sunday morn- 
ing spoke to 4 young man who stood in 
the vestibule of Tremont, Temple. He said 
to the youth, “I hope you are a Chris- 
tian.” To Dr. Myers’ amazement the 
young man replied, “No, I am not a 
Christian; but I know you, and I have 


’ heard you preach for seven years.” Dr. 


Myers then took him aside, and they 
had a heart-to-heart talk. What seven 
years of preaching Sunday after Sunday 
had failed to do, was accomplished in a 
few minutes. 

It was not the sermons nor the Sunday 
school lessons, but the personal visit of 
a Sunday school teacher that won young 
Dwight L. Moody to Christ. Edward 
Kimball, a humble Chrisfian, went one 
day to the shoe store where the young 
man worked. Moody was alone in the 
back of the shop. Mr. Kimball told the 
youth of Christ’s love for him and 
pleaded that he give his life to the Mas- 
ter. The great evangelist never forgot 
that a personal word from one who cared 
for his soul won him to Christ. He was 
always speaking to others, whom he 
chanced to meet in daily contacts, about 
their soul salvation. Let us go and do 
likewise. And once we acknowledge the 
claim of our Lord that to Him has been 
given all authority in heaven and on 
earth, then we shall obey His great com- 
mand. 


4 on LAST WORDS OF THE 
Saviour also speak of a great comfort. 
“And, lo, I am with you alway, even unto 
the consummation of the age.” Only 
those who acknowledge the claim and 


obey the command may enjoy this great 
comfort. Those who believe in Christ 
have Him with them always. The Chris- 
tian can say truthfully, yet humbly, 
“Christ liveth in me.” By some mysteri- 
ous yet real experience Christ is with us 
all the days of our life. Truthfully we 
may testify, “Thou art with me; thy rod 
and thy staff they comfort me” (Ps. 
23:4). He will never leave us nor forsake 
us. He will be with us until He comes 
in glory at the end of the age.

Thy Patience, Lord! 


By T. O. Chisholm 
Ye have need of patience.—Hebrews 10:36 


Thy patience, Lord! I crave so much 
That ornament divinely fair, 
That priceless quality of soul, 
So winsome, yet, alas, so rare; 
In all Thy treasure house of grace 
No virtue claims a surer place. 


The patience which, when cruel words 
Leave in the heart their hurt and sting, 
Still suffers long and still is kind, 
“Is not provoked” by anything! 
The charge unjust, in wrath preferred, 
That hears and “answers not a word.” 


The patience meekly to endure 
The buffetings of loss and pain; 
That, like the husbandman, waits long 
The coming of “the latter rain”; 
The patience any lot to bear; 
“The patience of unanswered prayer.” 


So many gifts Thou hast to give; 
So many needs I seem to feel 
When, coming to Thy mercy seat, 
In helpless suppliance I kneel; 
No needed blessing would I miss; 
Lord, need I any more than this? 
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HE NEW BIRTH, the birth from 

above, or regeneration, however 

designated, by which we mean 

that miracle of grace which is 

wrought by the Holy Spirit of 
God in the lives of men, is the transform- 
ing experience presented as nowhere else, 
in this narrative, which gathers about 
Nicodemus, a religious leader who be- 
lieved that by the accident of birth he 
was entitled to all the privileges of the 
kingdom of God. 

The expression “to be born again” was 
in use among the Jews to denote a 
change from Gentilism to Judaism, but 
it was never applied to a Jew. When 
Jesus applied it to a Jew, and affirmed 
its necessity for every man, Nicodemus 
was hopelessly adrift, and he comes with 
that bewilderment to Jesus, who tells him 
what he needs is not new teaching, but 
a new nature. 

For our purpose the marginal render- 
ing, “born from above,” is preferable, for 
it is not so much a new birth, as it is a 
different kind of a birth; a birth not 
wrought out on the human plane, but a 
birth that comes down from above. 


us VERSES 3, 5 AND 11, we en- 
counter a double affirmation, “verily, 
verily,” which amounts to a divine oath, 
as when in a law court a witness is re- 
quired to substantiate his testimony. This 
double affirmation is never used in Scrip- 
ture except in connection with one of the 
greatest truths ever revealed. It is used 
three times of regeneration, and regener- 
ation is the only truth in connection with 
which it is three times used. 

This birth from above is mysterious; 
our Lord says so. “The wind bloweth 
where it listeth, and thou hearest the 
sound thereof, but canst not tell whence 
it cometh, and whither it goeth: so is 
every one that is born of the Spirit” 
(v. 8). This is tantamount to saying that 
man with unfailing certainty cannot map 
the vagaries of the wind, neither can he 
chart the course of a man who is born of 
the Spirit. 

A mystery defies our analysis, baffles 
our understanding, and eludes our com- 
prehension. That is the common meaning 
of the term, but in the Sacred Canon a 
mystery is a fundamental divine truth 
which has never been known, and which 
never can be known unless God reveals 
it, and when revealed it is apt to be 
mocked and scoffed at by the untaught 
and uninitiated. No wonder Nicodemus 
said, “How can these things be?” 

Our common approach to the unknown 
is through the known, and to the un- 
familiar through the familiar. How can 
we approach this great subject? How do 
we explore the universe in which we 
live? Through the acquisitive faculties 
of the soul, commonly called the five 
senses. These correspond to the doors 
and windows of a house, and give us an 
orientation in time and space. But back 
of these grosser physical senses, there is

a finer sense, deeper and more subtle. 
We call it insight, and it interprets to us 
the meaning of what we see and feel. 

Helen Keller is blind and deaf. She 
does not see nor hear, yet she explores 
the universe in which she lives through 
a highly developed sense of touch, and 
a trained intellect which interprets the 
meaning of what she feels. Sometime 
ago she was introduced to a piece of 
statuary, which threw her into a rhap- 
sody of appreciation. She did not see its 
beauty, but she felt it. She does not pos- 
sess sight, but she has an acute sense of 
that deeper quality called insight. 

But God has granted us a physical 
extension of these acquisitive faculties, 
both of sight and insight, and we call 
that extension, locomotion. Our pedal ex- 
tremities carry our acquisitive faculties 
into new sights and scenes, and thus we 
acquire our most vivid geographical, 
astronomical, and indeed many other 
kinds of knowledge. 

Some years ago, I lived in one of the 
continents of the southern hemisphere, 
where I saw the Southern Cross. The 
power of locomotion took me to that 
coign of vantage, and my acquisitive 
faculties put me in possession of that new 
knowledge. Years later I saw an adum- 
bration of the same constellation in the 
Adler Planetarium on Chicago’s lake 
shore, where it was projected upon a 
miniature heaven. But it was the power 
of locomotion that took me there, and 
the wonder and delight of that experi- 
ence came to me through the use of my 
sense of sight and that deeper apprecia- 
tion of what I saw which we call insight. 

We explore the universe in which we 
live through the extensive use of our 
acquisitive faculties; we must always 
enter our new experiences before we can 
see their significance; we must make the 
experiment before we can have the ex- 
perience. 


le CRUX OF THE DISCUSSION 
during that nocturnal visit of Nicodemus 
centered in the kingdom of God, which 
must be a location or area meant for 
human experience. Our Lord introduced 
it as something else or other or more 
than we already know. Jesus said to 
Nicodemus: “Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God” (v. 5), testify- 
ing that the kingdom of God can be 
entered. Again, He said to him: “Except 
a@ man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God” (v. 3), testifying that 
the kingdom of God can be seen or “ex- 
plored.” 

On the principle that the unknown 
can only be known through the known, 
and the unfamiliar through the familiar, 
how shall we begin our exploration of the 
kingdom of God? With a definition: a 
kingdom is a department of the universe 
governed by laws, principles, and meth- 
ods peculiar to itself. What are the nat- 
ural kingdoms of the universe, and what 
kingdom principles govern them? They 
are mineral, vegetable, animal, and hu- 
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man, and they are governed by the fol- 
lowing kingdom principles. 

1. In the natural world one kingdom 
does not interfere with another. In each 
kingdom certain methods, laws, and prin- 
ciples prevail. In the mineral kingdom 
there is existence, but no sight, motion, 
consciousness, or growth. In the vege- 
table kingdom there is existence and 
growth, but no certainty of consciousness, 
sight, or intelligence. In the animal king- 
dom there is existence, sight, growth, in- 
telligence, consciousness, and motion. In 
the human kingdom there are all of 
these, plus reason and spiritual capacity 
and power. 

2. These kingdoms are fixed and the 
lines between them are fixed. The mineral 
cannot become vegetable, and the animal 
cannot become human. The lower cannot 
get into the higher except as the higher 
stoops down and takes the lower up into 
itself. The vegetable takes up the min- 
eral, and the animal takes up the vege- 
table. Both are taken up into the human 
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economy as food, and through the proc- 
esses of digestion and assimilation be- 
come a part of the human structure. 

By the doctrine of birth from above a 
man cannot reach up and become a part 
of God, but God can stoop down and 
take man up into Himself. Man can re- 
form, but he can never become a part of 
God thereby. Reformation is as far from 
regeneration as the zenith is from the 
nadir, or the east is from the west. Re- 
generation is not cultivation on the bet- 
ter side, and rebuke and repression on the 
worse side, but it is God’s stooping down 
and taking man up into Himself. 

3. When that which belongs to the 
lower enters the higher, it changes its 
nature and adaptation; the mineral crys- 
tal becomes a vegetable cell, and the 
vegetable cell becomes animal tissue. 
When God takes a man up into Himself, 
He changes his nature. If you have no 
new adaptation, you not only cannot get 
into heaven, but you would not enjoy it 
if you should get there. If you are not 
given spiritual eyes you cannot see, and 
if you are not given the capacity for 
spiritual progress you cannot enter. 

Fishes have eyes, fins and scales, and 
gills—eyes to see in the water, fins and 
scales to swim in the water, and gills to 
breathe in the water. Birds have eyes, 
feathers and wings, and lungs—eyes to 
see in the air, feathers and wings to fly 
in the air, and lungs to breathe in the air. 
If you change their element, you must 
change their nature to correspond, and 
this is regeneration. 


| NOT ONLY LIFTS 
A MAN into a new life, but it fits him for 
enjoyment in that life. In this forthright 
teaching Jesus says in effect: “If you do 
not get your tendency from Me you can 
never get to My place.” The only way to 
get to heaven is by being in Christ and 
going where He goes, and the only way to 
be happy after you get there is by having 
a divine nature. 

Regulus was a Roman senator, a pris- 
oner in Carthage. He was sent to Rome 
to secure certain legislation favorable to 
the Carthaginians, and was pledged to 
return to his prison if he failed. He went 
to Rome, but advised the senate against 
the proposition, saying that it would be 
humiliating to Rome, and that he would 
rather die than that it should be granted. 
He returned to Carthage, and when his 
counsel to the Romans became known, 
he was bound to lie flat on his back, and 
his eyelids were cut off exposing his eyes 
to the blazing sun. In this posture he was 
left to die a death of torture. What were 
the elements of his suffering? An open 
eye and pure glow! Glory without adap- 
tation to it can only result in unspeakable 
torment. Regeneration is adaptation. 

Fire is an element and iron is an ele- 
ment. Put iron into the fire, and presently 
the fire is in the iron. The poker adapts 
itself to the fire, absorbs the fire, glows 
with the fire. Our God is a consuming 
fire, but when that God who is a consum- 
ing fire walked with the three Hebrew 
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children in the midst of the burning fiery 
furnace, they came out of the fire uncon- 
sumed. The presence of the fourth like 
unto the Son of God was their adapta- 
tion. Regeneration is adaptation; it in- 
troduces us into the divine life, and it 
introduces the divine life into us. 


|) THE WORLD OF NATURE 
HAVE ANYTHING to say to us about the 
birth from above? There is a bit of the 
mineral kingdom in my backyard. There 
is no life in it, but in co-operation with 
sunshine and rain it can awaken the life 
which lies dormant in the germ of a seed, 
and it can sustain to maturity the life 
which it awakens. 

Suppose I hold in my hand a tiny seed, 
and if that seed were endowed with the 
power of speech, I fancy it might say: 
“Soil, if you will open your doors to me, I 
will organize your mineral elements in 
my form of life.” If the prospect is to be 
fulfilled, the seed must drop from my 
hand into the soil; it must be born from 
above. The soil says, “O little seed with 
the stored-up life, I open my doors to 
you,” and the seed goes down into the 
soil, and the earthly seed and the earthly 
soil, plus the heavenly forces of sunshine 
and rain, working together, produce a 
vegetable. 

One day a sheep wanders into my gar- 
den and says to the vegetable, “Are you 
not tired of your narrow life? Your roots 
anchor you to the soil, and you cannot 
stir out of your bed. Do you not want an 
active life like mine? You belong to an- 
other kingdom, and the only way for you 
to get up to my higher form of life is to 
surrender your lower life'to the birth 
from above.” And the plant says, “I 
accept the suggestion; I surrender.” And 
the sheep takes up the cells, the salts, 
and the juices which compose the living 
structure of the vegetable, and through 
the processes of digestion and assimila- 
tion converts them into animal tissue, so 
that in turn those cells become a form of 
animal life and wander about in the 
sheep to eat other vegetables. 

In the course of time a man comes 
along and says to the sheep, “Are you 
not tired of being a mere animal gather- 
ing your food with the downward look? 
Would you not like to be a man with his 
expansive horizon? The secret of such 
transmutation lies in the birth from 
above. Surrender your place in the ani- 
mal kingdom, and you will pass out of 
your old life into the human kingdom, 
and share that higher life of mine.” The 
sheep says, “I meet the conditions; I 
surrender,” and it gives up its life, en- 
ters the human economy as food, and 
exchanges its animal tissue for human 
blood, and brain, and brawn. 

And by and by, the Lord Jesus comes 
to the man and says, “Do you not want 
a higher life, a wider horizon? Do you 
not want a more abundant life—a life 
limitless as the eternities? The -open 
sesame to such transformation lies in the 
birth from above. Your old birth limita-

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HE THEORY Of evolution has been 
modified so often, revamped so 
many times, adulterated in so 
many ways, that it is no longer 
accepted by, or acceptable to, real 
scientists. The evolution craze that swept 
the world a generation ago has been 
found so full of guesses, theories, and 
flaws that it is no longer recognizable as 
the original pronouncement of Darwin. 
But spiritual evolution remains the 
same. It is of this evolution that we 
want to think. Titus 3:3-8 carries the 
plain revelation of God in the matter. 
There is first, devolution; second, revolu- 
tion; and third, evolution.

i CREATED A PERFECT WORLD, 
filled it with the perfect treasures of His 
bounties, bestowed it as the perfect gift 
of His love to a perfect couple, Adam and 
Eve. Satan appeared. Sin crept in. The 
earth was changed. Man was cursed and 
condemned. The world is altogether dif- 
ferent today from what it was when 
God’s fiat first hung it in space. 

The process of devolution takes three 
forms, really three steps, in the heart, 
the soul, the mind, the life of every man, 
woman, and child. “For we ourselves 
also were sometimes foolish, disobedient, 
deceived, serving divers lusts and pleas- 
ures, living in malice and envy, hateful, 
and hating one another.” 

First, we are foolish in our choices. By 
experience, by observation, by the study 
of God’s Word, we know the terrors of 
Satanic influences, and yet persist delib- 
erately in choosing them as opposed to 
the plain will of God. We know the 
requirements of God. We know the com- 
mandments of the law. We know that 
they wno abide in them shall live. Yet 
unconstrainedly, maliciously, consciously, 
volitionally, we choose our own ways. 

We are disobedient in our conduct. Our 
hearts convict us. Our minds condemn 
us. Our souls constrain us. Yet we per- 
sist in the even or uneven tenors of our 
ways, doing the works of the devil rather 
than those of God. The Spirit of God 
presses upon our souls. The Word of 
God hedges in our ways. The mercies of 
God fence in our path. We deliberately 
resist the Spirit, reject the Word, re- 
nounce the mercies. We choose the fool- 
ish in preference to the wise. We per- 
sistently do the wrong rather than the 
right. We serve the world rather than 
the Lord. Our selfish plans, pursuits, 
pleasures, mount sky high between us 
and the purpose of God for our lives. 

We are deceived as to consequences. 
There are some who insist that God is 
too good to punish forever. There are 
others who minimize their sins and 
maximize their virtues. There are still 
others who palliate and satisfy their 
troubled consciences with religious cere- 
monialism and philanthropic contribu- 
tions. There are others constantly sin- 
ning, constantly repenting, constantly 
returning to their old ways as a dog to 
his vomit, as a hog to its wallow. 

The Bible is specific. “The soul that 
sinneth it shall die” is still the dictum

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of eternity. “The wages of sin is death” 
is still the unrepealed declaration of 
God’s justice and judgment. “He that 
believeth not is condemned already” is 
still written in letters of flame across the 
record of every lost soul. “Be not de- 
ceived; God is not mocked: for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap” (Gal. 6:7) is as unchangeable as 
God Himself. Hell is the portion of 
those who persist in the foolishness of 
their choices, in the disobedience of their 
conducts, in the deception as to the ulti- 
mate consequences.

W. HAVE, SECOND, revolution. 
This revolution is contained in the terms 
redemption, justification, reconciliation, 
regerteration. It is the very heart and 
essence of our religion. It is the very 
crux of Christianity. It is that for which 
Jesus Christ came into the world. It is 
that for which He died on the cross. It 
is that for which He sent the Holy Spirit 
upon earth. It is that which is the mes- 
sage of every preacher of the gospel, the 
testimony of every God-fearing child of 


_ God, the revelation of every page of the 


Bible. 

The source of the revolution is the 
revelation of the boundless mercy of God 
contained in the words: “But after that 
the kindness and love of God our Saviour 
toward man appeared, not by works of 
righteousness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved us.” 
There is no describing the mercy of God. 
There is no analyzing the grace of God. 
There is no illustrating the compassion 
of God. It is as endless as eternity, as 
limitless as man’s need, as vast as the 
treasures of the Almighty. It knows no 
diminution, no change, no variableness. 
Human language is beggared, while the 
human mind stands aghast at the vision 
of the Creator of the universe taking a 
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passionate concern and interest in the 
puny children of men. 

The ground of the revolution is the 
atoning work of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
There on Calvary’s cross, in untold agony, 
in unutterable loneliness, in indescribable 
pain, the matchless Son of God, God en- 
cased in human flesh, provided the basis 
by which the mercy of God, completely 
satisfying the justice of God, can raise 
up fallen men, forgiving their sins, re- 
generating their souls, cleansing their 
records.

Science 
pauses before it. Psychology goes around 
it, piling words upon words in a vain 
attempt to picture it in acceptable, un- 
derstandable terminology. 


aon. WE HAVE evolution. 
There is the evolution of justification: 
“being justified by his grace.” Justifica- 
tion is more than forgiveness, more than 
cleansing, more than redemption. In it 
we are made as though we had never 
sinned. We are spotless and stainless in

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Through half truths “Satan himself is transformed ' 
into an angel of light” (11 Cor. 11:14) 


VERY RELIGION HAS SOME TRUTH, is 

the common argument of those 

who have an ear for Satan’s “Ye 

shall not surely die” (Gen. 3:4). 

But the fact remains that every 
counterfeit has some true metal, and 
that the one who gave heed to Satan’s 
half-truth (“God is love’) actually died, 
physically (Gen. 5:5) and spiritually 
(I Cor. 15:22; Gen. 3:24). “God is love,” 
but, like the bank teller who rejects the 
spurious coin, He must reject all those 
who are not “conformed to the image 
of his Son” (Rom. 8:29); for that would 
not be true love which condoned sin in 
any degree and allowed sinners to enter 
heaven (Rev. 21:27). 

The person who would really enter into 
the deep things of God must have his 
mind ever open to fresh revelations of 
God through His Word. 

“Take now thy son, thine only son 
Isaac, whom thou lovest, and get thee 
into the land of Moriah; and offer him 
there for a burnt offering” (Gen. 22:2). 
Abraham might have answered, “Lord, 
shall I offer him? The child of promise? 
Then how wilt Thou make of me a great 
nation (Gen. 12:2)? Surely this leading 
is contrary to the covenant which Thou 
hast made with me. Thirteen long years 
I waited for Isaac, years of anxiety and 
doubt and trial, and now—now Thou 
wouldst have me kill him from whose 
loins Thy covenant was to have been 
established? No, I will not go. I must 
remain here and safeguard Thy char- 
acter. This word conflicts with that 
which has gone before; therefore, it must 
be false.” 

But Abraham “went unto the place of 
which God had told him” (Gen. 22:3). 
He refused to be an “amateur providence” 
for his son. He kept his mind open to 
new revelation. He refused to limit God 
to the realm of common sense. He re- 
fused to exalt one portion of God’s Word 
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above another, no matter how incon- 
gruous to reason they appeared when 
placed side by side. “He staggered not 
... being fully persuaded that, what he 
had promised, he was able also to per- 
form” (Rom. 4:20, 21); “accounting that 
God was able to raise him up, even from 
the dead; from whence also he received 
him in a figure” (Heb. 11:19). 

So God led Abraham from the promise 
to Himself, from the child Isaac to the 
God of Isaac, from a past experience to 
a present reality. And even so He would 
ask His children to accept, by faith in 
His character, the full revelation of the 
Word. He would have us act upon it, 
as did Abraham, and thus prove its 
authenticity. When one scripture ap- 
pears to disagree with another, He would 
have us remember that holy, omniscient 
lips gave each its birth, and then in that 
upper air of faith the broken arc, as it 
is with the rainbow, would become a 
perfect circle. 


‘To PHARISEES REJECTED THE 
TRUTH when they exalted the Sabbath 
day above the Son of God. They loved 
the law more than they loved the Law- 
Giver (James 4:12). They loved doctrine 
more than Deity, the honor of men more 
than the henor of God, the ox which had 
fallen into the ditch more than their 
fellowmen. If they had been true fol- 
lowers of the law, they would have known 
that “love is the end of the command- 
ment,” and therefore would have gladly 
received the miracle of healing which 
Jesus wrought on the Sabbath day. 





TAm the Truth” 


The Pharisees took great pride in 
their knowledge of the law and the 
prophets, yet Jesus said, “Ye have not 
his word abiding in you” (John 5:38). 
They highly respected Moses for his 
teaching about the Sabbath, but when 
“that Prophet” came upon the scene of 
whom Moses wrote (Deut. 18:15-22), 
they respected Him not. Was Moses 
pleased therefore with their allegiance 
to the Sabbath? In rejecting that 
Prophet would he not accuse them? In 
exalting only a portion of the truth did 
they not close their minds to the whole 
truth, even Him from whom all truth 
has its origin, the Lord Jesus Christ? 

The Jews gladly received the baptism 
of John. All Judea came out to hear him 
(Mark 1:5). To them “he was a burning 
and a shining light” (John 5:35), so 
great in fact that they would have ac- 
cepted him as “that Prophet” (John 
1:21). God could have sent no greater 
messenger before His face than John 
the Baptist; and yet they rejected even 
his testimony regarding the Son of God, 
and in rejecting his testimony they re- 
jected the One of whom he testified. 

The man with the thirty-eight-year- 
old infirmity could never have been 
healed had he refused to take up his 
bed on the Sabbath day. The voice of 
Jesus was the voice of authority to him. 
When the Pharisees rebuked him, say- 
ing, “It is not lawful for thee to carry 
thy bed,” he replied, “He that made me 
whole, the same said unto me, Take up 
thy bed, and walk” (John 5:10, 11). 
What was the keeping of the Sabbath 
compared to ability to leap and run and 
walk. Thirty-eight years he had spent 
in the bed which he was now carrying 
about! The law may have been good,

It Was not a home of best sellers, but 
it was a home of the Holy Bible. 

It was not a home of big parties, but 
it was a home of family worship. 

It was not a home to leave from, but 
it was a home to live in. 

It was not a home of the schools, but 
it was a home of native wisdom and 
splendid character. 

It was not a home of car or carriage, 
but there was a mile path for family 
walks to the house of God. 

It was not a home of organ or piano, 
but there was the sweet music of church 
bells on Sunday morning. 

It was not a home of news reporters 
interviewing us, but there was a preacher 
who called with the breath of heaven 
upon him. 

The old home had not the thousand 
and one things of modern pleasure, but 
we had a good time loving each other 
and the neighbors. : 

My Christian home had discipline in it. 
My parents never read prepared texts 
on how to “raise” children. They just 
“raised” them whenever it was neces- 
sary! My parents were not afraid to say, 


“Don’t!” They did not believe in too 
much self-expression. They never de- 
fined freedom as doing what you please. 
Their punishment was done in love and 
understanding. Their correction was 
that of parental authority rightly exer- 
cised.

My Christian home had work in it.

HE CHURCH GAVE ME A RELI-

church. Our immediate problem seems 
to be that there is not enough of the 
best to go around. 

There were the faithful teachers in 
the Sunday school.

The good men and 
women who taught in my home church 
were evangelists. They may not have 
had college, but they had Christ. They 
knew Him, and experienced Him.

Jesus was not merely 
a hero to be gazed at. Conversion was 
something that must happen to all.

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An unusual Bible class 
reveals a tragic 
failure 
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T IS IMPOSSIBLE to pick up the daily 
paper without reading of juvenile 
delinquency, especially in these days 
of accentuated unrest among the 
young people when parental super- 

vision is at its lowest, because of war 
conditions. Daily many cases come to 
the attention of the public through the 
courts and the press. But many more do 
not reach the public eye. Whether ap- 
prehended or not, these delinquents, 
large numbers of them, are coming from 
your Sunday school and mine. Superin- 
tendents, teachers, have you any thought 
for the boys who are slipping out of your 
classes, untouched by the saving power 
of Christ Jesus? 

I am a Sunday school superintendent 
and teacher, and I know that all too 
many boys and girls, some who have had 
calls from God to special service, are 
falling away untouched—Jonahs, so to 
speak, who have run away from God. 
Ours is not a large church, but the op- 
portunity, the responsibility, is just as 
great as if it were a large city church. 


a. ME TELL you of an inci- 
dent in one of the strangest Sunday 
schools that ever existed. 

In the fall of 1939, five men met to see 
what they could do in the way of Chris- 
tian work among the inmates of our 
prison. All five were themselves inmates. 
At the suggestion of one, it was decided 
to ask permission of the chaplain and 
prison Officials to establish a Sunday 
school conducted by the inmates. 

The chaplain fell in with the plan to 
the extent that he gave his permission 
and made the necessary arrangements. 
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Notices were posted on the bulletin 
boards and preparation was made for the 
first service. Response among the in- 
mates was varied, but attendance at the 
very first service was sufficiently large to 
prove that the venture was well accepted. 

It was my privilege to assume leader- 
ship of the Sunday school some eight 
months after its start, and services were 
held regularly each Sunday morning. As 
the auditorium was quite large it was 
sometimes necessary to use the speaker 
system during the winter months when 
many of the inmates came in out of the 
rain and cold. 

There were many unsatisfactory things 
about the school, which we managed, in 
large part, to iron out as time went on. 
For one thing, during the cold months 
and rainy season, the 
auditorium was the best 
place to find refuge from 
the weather. Because of 
this, there was a good 
deal of confusion going on 
throughout the service. 


| VENTURE TO SAY that no 
other Sunday school ever 
existed in quite such pe- 
culiar surroundings. 
Within twenty feet of the 
speaker, on many,Sunday 
mornings, dice games 
were going full swing. 
Add to the noise of the 
crapshooters the many 
noises of the men in the 
yard engaged in various 
recreations, the 

tuning and toot- 

ing of musical in- 

struments by in- 

mate musicians . 
irapatiently wait- 
ing for us to get 
through with our 
service, and it can 
readily be imag- 
ined that our 
Sunday school did 
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not enjoy a very peaceful existence. Not- 
withstanding, attendance and interest 
kept up and we had the satisfaction of 
feeling that good was being accomplished. 

Nevertheless, the difficulties of at- 
tempting to give instruction in the 
teachings of Christ while some crap- 
shooter loudly and profanely exhorted 
lady luck was not easily surmounted. 
Something had to be done. 

The only other time of day suitable 
for holding services was after the eve- 
ning meal when all the men were locked 
in their cells. It was decided to ask per- 
mission for our group to remain out of 
the cells after the Sunday evening meal 
in order to hold our services. 

Since permission had to be obtained 
from the prison officials, the chaplain 


























































was asked to intercede for us. After sev- 
eral weeks of urging on our part, we 
finally obtained the desired permission 
and began our Sunday night services. 


W. SAW OUR GROUP rapidly 
increase in numbers to the point where 
we had sixty men attending regularly. 
We were not able to obtain permission 
for more than sixty to remain out of 
their cells. Men were dropped from 
membership in the group as they were 
discharged, paroled, or fer various other 
reasons. New ones from the waiting list 
took their place. 

Sometimes we would sing for over an 
hour before the sermon was given by one 
of the inmates. At other times we had 
testimonies from the men, and it is sur- 
prising how many of them rose to thank 
God for His blessings to them. We had 
ceased to function as a Sunday school. 

There was no guard or other prison 
official present at any of our services. 
This was a departure from the usual 
custom of having guards supervise large 
gatherings. 

One of our boys, who was converted in 
the prison, organized a prayer circle 
which met just prior to the service in a 
room adjacent to the auditorium. There 
they knelt together in the fellowship of 
prayer, pouring out their hearts to God 
—robbers, murderers, thieves, burglars— 
all melted down into the one common 
descriptive, penitent children of God. 

We had some grand times during the 
course of the eighteen months of my 
leadership. The inmates attending got 
a great deal of good from participation 
in our service. Some were converted and 
went out thanking God that they had 
been sent to prison. 

We were not, however, without trou- 
bles. We faced open derision from the 
inmate body at large, and rather un- 
veiled sarcasm from some of the prison 
Officials. There was opposition to our 
group, but through it all we managed to 
keep an even keel and sail on. We ac- 
kowledged God in all our ways and He 
directed our steps. 


One OF THE MOST THOUGHT- 
PROVOKING, albeit sorrowful, hours of my 
life occurred during one of our services. 
The preacher that night was an inmate 
who had had a fairly large pastorate in 
one of our larger cities. He had been a 
city mission worker. 

On that particular night he had 
preached a stirring sermon, and in his 
appeal to the lost there had been some 
response. He then went a step further 
and made the most unusual—and only— 
appeal of its kind I have ever heard. 
When the preacher asked all to come 
forward who had felt at some time in 
their lives a definite, unmistakable call 
from God to enter the ministry, fourteen 
men of assorted ages stepped forward 
out of the sixty present! Fourteen out 
of sixty! 

I have often pondered the tragedy of 
that scene. There in the heart of prison, 
because of their self-will, were fourteen 
men, most of them young, who had been 
called to go out into all the world and 
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preach the glorious, saving power of 
Jesus Christ. 


Wau: DOES IT MEAN? What 
is the significance of this story? Just 
this. It means there are many men who 
are not preaching who have been called 
to that work. God is not slack in call- 
ing enough workmen into the harvest. 
The tragedy is that many of the work- 
men called will not respond. The result 
is that the cause of our Lord Jesus suf- 
fers and darkness comes on apace in 
the world., How shall men believe, ex- 
cept they hear; how shall they hear, ex- 
cept they preach; and how shall men 
preach except they be sent of God? Is 
it any wonder that the world is in con- 
fusion? Is it any wonder that darkness 
almost blots out the light of the Son of 
God? These fourteen are but a small 
number out of many. 

In their early years every one of the 
fourteen had attended church and Sun- 
day school. Some preacher had failed 
to seek out those whom God was calling 
to special service! Some preacher had 
been so wrapped up in delivering a fine, 





intellectual dissertation aimed at the 
mind, that he failed to reach the hearts 
of these fourteen men! Some Sunday 
school teacher was remiss in his duty, 
too concerned about the social life of 
his pupils to lead out those upon whom 
God had placed His call! 


a SCHOOL TEACHER, are 
you doing all you can to seek out those 
whom God has called for special service? 
Are you going out of your way, even far 
out of your way, to locate them and lead 
them along the proper lines? Seek them 
out, get them started early in life to 
serve the Lord. Give them all the re- 
sponsibility they can handle. Help them 
to develop the abilities God has given 
them. 

And remember, God has a refining 
fire according to every man’s need. If 
you fail, as many have, to find those 
specially called boys, God will have to 
refine the dross out of them and bring 
them to their knees in submission. 

Every one of the fourteen young Jo- 
nahs came from some teacher’s class. It 
might have been yours. Seek them out!

Only a “Ocvact 


ES, ONLY A TRACT, but what wonders 
Yi can accomplish when it falls into 
the hands of a hungry heart. It is like 
the seed that falls upon good ground and 
takes root, springing up to bear much 
fruit. But the seed in itself is powerless 
and without value apart from the soil, 
and it can only be brought into contact 
with the soil through the sower. A mar- 
velous illustration of this is the following 
experience. 

In connection with her work among 
the Jewish people of St. Louis, Miss M. 
was visiting a friend in the hospital. 
While engaged in conversation, a woman 
patient across the room asked, “Do you 
carry your Bible with you to read to 
people who wish to hear?” 

“Yes,” was the answer. 

Soon Miss M. was reading Psalm 27 
to the woman, quoting also other Scrip- 
tures. Then she prayed with her. 

The woman expressed deep apprecia- 
tion for the interest shown her. After 
a heart-to-heart talk she realized her 
need of the Saviour, and then gave her- 
self to Him. She was to be dismissed 
from the hospital that day and Miss M., 
desiring to help her find a church home 
where she might receive nourishment 
for her soul, handed her the tract, Who 
Is He? on which she wrote her name and 
telephone number. 

Several days later, this friend called 
Miss M. and requested that she visit her. 
She had given that tract to a Jewish 
man, who had read it, and it had made 
a powerful impression on him. He asked 
if he might see Miss M. Of course she 
was glad of the opportunity, and the 
young Christian arranged the interview. 

At the very outset of their visit, Miss

M. asked the man, “What do you think 
of this Jesus of whom the tract speaks?” 

His immediate reply was, “There must 
be something to it. I have never been 
more stirred in my life. How can it be 
false with so many indisputable proofs 
from prophecy and history that He is the 
true Messiah for whom my people have 
been looking so long.” 

Needless to say, this confession 
brought untold joy to the heart of the 
faithful worker. Several days later the 
man phoned her, requesting a prayer 
book. She gave him a copy of the New 
Testament instead, for which’ he was 
most grateful, and he promised to read 
it carefully. The worker took the occa- 
sion to help make the plan of salvation 
clearer, and he expressed his full inten- 
tion to follow the Lord at any cost. A 
short time later he made a public pro- 
fession of faith. 

Here we have one of the most thrilling 
accounts of the marvelous leading of the 
Holy Spirit and the power of. the silent 
witness. A follower of Christ visits in the 
hospital; a patient overhears and finds 
the Saviour. She in turn is immediately 
used to give an unbelieving Jew a little 
tract. 

Only a tract, you say? Yes, but what 
marvels it can accomplish! In the hos- 
pitals, on the streets, in your office, in 
school, in the house next door—every- 
where there are those who are waiting 
for someone to speak a word, or to hand 
them a tract which might start them on 
the upward road.

HE thirty-eighth annual Founder’s Week 
Conference of Moody Bible Institute, which 
was held January 31 to February 6, is now 
acknowledged by those who have a right to 
judge, as one of the most remarkable series of 
meetings ever held in honor of D. L. Moody. 

The Lord blessed with unusual weather—the 
best ever experienced during Founder’s Week, ac- 
cording to old-timers. That may account partly 
for the large attendance—an aggregate of 72,800 
for the week. This is the highest on record, with 
the exception of the centenary year, when Chi- 
cago’s Coliseum was used. 

Apparent throughout the sessions was a spirit 
of unity and harmony in the various addresses, 
which revealed God’s direct guidance in the 
preparation. But above all, the presence and power 
of the Holy Spirit was witnessed in the meetings, 
especially by a deep interest in prayer and inter- 
cession, as well as by mighty decisions made by 
many—for salvation, for surrender, for service, 
for holy living. 

Besides the two daily scheduled prayer periods before the 
morning and afternoon sessions, meetings for prayer were held 
three nights after 10 o’clock, attended by hundreds, seeking 
God’s blessing upon the conference and upon the cause of Christ 
around the world. One of these midnight services did not break 
up until 3:30 in the morning. 

Dr. Will H. Houghton, Institute president, presided at most 
of the sessions. Able to draw together in spiritual unity the 
ever-changing crowd from more than forty states, Canada, Hon- 
duras and New Zealand, Dr. Houghton made it easy for the 
speakers to bring their messages on the conference theme, 
“Prophecy and Evangelism.” 
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The place that sacred praise in song, hymn, and anthem 
has held during the years was sustained during these seven 
enriching days. Talmage J. Bittikofer and George S. Schuler, 
of the music faculty, and Gordon Davies, of the Extension staff, 
directed the singing, with the assistance of other music in- 
structors at the organ and piano. The auditorium choir, con- 
ducted by Mr. Bittikofer, brought inspiration at the 10:30 A.M. 
and 7:30 P.M. periods. Robert J. Kees, of the Extension De- 
partment, played his marimba on several occasions. j 


Bs THE OPENING SERVICE, Dr. Houghton spoke on 
“The Yearning Christ,” from the text, “Lovest thou me more 
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than these?” (John 21:15). Pointing out that Jesus’ closing 
word to Peter was not an examination in theology, but rather 
one of love, Dr. Houghton emphasized the fact that it is 
possible to be correct in doctrine, but apart from Christ in 
heart. He pictured Christ asking Peter: “Lovest thou me more 
than these sins, than these possessions, these occupations, or 
these friends?” 

Speaking Monday afternoon, on “The Christian and War,” 
Dr. P. B. Fitzwater, director of the Institute’s Pastors Course, 
based his theme on the fact of the undying enmity between 
the “seed of the serpent”—the human race, and “the seed of 
the woman”—Jesus Christ. In answer to the question, What 
should be the Christian’s attitude toward war? Dr. Fitzwater 
said that the Christian is not a militarist, and therefore he 
does not teach or wage wars of conquest for the enslavement 
of peoples; but neither is he a pacifist, in view of the Bible 
teaching on war. 

Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, of the Institute faculty, spoke on 
“Good Works’”—a truth that orthodox Christians strangely ig- 
nore, though mentioned thirty-two times in the New Testa- 
ment. Dr. Smith defined good works in the New Testament 
usage of the term as “deeds gratuitously done by born-again 
men and women for the benefit and welfare of others, either 
of a material or spiritual nature, in the name of Jesus Christ.” 
“When the war is over,” he concluded, “with the millions of 
widows and orphans, and of men out of work, the world will 
be waiting for Christians to do good works.” 

A throng of nearly six thousand persons attended the WMBI- 
WDLM radio rally on the opening evening of the conference. 
Radio personalities, staff members, student singers and mu- 
sicians, behind-the-scenes workers and representatives from 
the most popular programs, took part in the two-hour service. 
Wendell P. Loveless, department director, presided, and H. 
Coleman Crowell, station manager, introduced members of the 
engineering staff.

Recast was ALUMNI Day, and so Rev. William H. 
Lee Spratt, president of the Alumni Association, led in the 
opening prayer period. 

“What are our reasonable expectations when we consider 
the money being spent for the Word of God during the present 
war?” asked Dr. Carl Armerding, member of the Institute Ex- 
tension staff, in his message. We can expect a great revival, he 
declared. Letters coming back from soldiers bear witness to 
this fact. God has promised to honor His Word, and He is doing 
it and will do it. 

Seeking to explode the idea of a “larger hope for the heathen,” 
which would permit heathen peoples who have never heard 
the gospel to be saved, Dr. G. Allen Fleece, member of the.Insti- 
tute faculty, brought a forceful argument for foreign missions. 
“If there is a ‘larger hope,’ if there is any other plan of salva- 
tion than in Christ Jesus,” said the speaker, “it is a religion of 
works ... We are one blood, and God will hold us for the blood 
of the heathen unless we take the gospel to them. Every Chris- 
tian is responsible for getting the gospel out.” 

Mrs. Arthur F. Tylee, former missionary to South America, 
now a Bible teacher on the Extension staff and Radio School of 
the Bible, spoke on Hebrews 10. Her message reached a climax 
in the blessings that are ours because God prepared a body 
for His Son. We draw near to the throne—the upward look. 
We hold fast the truths received—the forward look. We con- 
sider one another—the outward look. 

“Three Factors in Evangelism” was the theme of the message 
by Rev. Howard A. Keithley, pastor of the Berean Baptist 
Church, Grand Rapids, Mich., at the 10:30 period. A former 
student, now greatly used as Bible teacher, preacher, and radio 
speaker, Mr. Keithley spoke on the distinctive purpose, the 
unchanging source of power, and the all-consuming passion 
of evangelism. He closed with a prayer that we may not 
rest till we have pleaded with God for men, and then pleaded 
with men for God. 

About five hundred former students met for the Alumni 
Rally Tuesday afternoon. President Spratt presided and read 
the annual report. A most inspiring program of gospel songs 
and testimonies by former students was given, concluding with 
the showing of the first Institute motion picture—much to the 
entertainment of the audience. Officers elected for the coming 
year were: president, Rev. John S. Ironside, associate pastor, 
Moody Memorial Church, Chicago; first vice-president, Rev. 
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Oscar R. Lowry, pastor, Grace Presbyterian Church, Peoria, IIl.; 
second vice-president, Rev. A. E. Petznick, pastor, United 
Church, Glenwood, Ill.; secretary, Miss Julia Carmichael, and 
treasurer, Raymond O. Nelson, both of the Institute. 

While the alumni were in session the regular conference 
program progressed in the main auditorium. Dr. Harold L. 
Fickett, pastor of the First Baptist Church, Galveston, Tex., 
brought a stirring sermon on great themes in eschatology. Re- 
ferring to the fact that many today reject the plain teaching 
of Scripture on these subjects, he spoke on what the Bible 
has to say about hell, heaven, the resurrection of the body, 
coming judgment, and Christ’s return. 

Dr. William Culbertson, dean of the Institute, brought a 
heart-searching message on “Sin and the Believer’s Attitude 
Toward It.” We get so accustomed to sin, he declared, it loses’ 
its heinousness. He first considered the popular and perilous 
practice of excusing sin; our need, if we are not to excuse sin— 
the Word of God; and what ought to m&ke us abhor sin. The 
most effective obstacle to sin, he continued, is the awful cost 
paid by Christ on Calvary. “Remember what He did; remember 
who He is, and then we Christians cannot highly regard sin.” 

Rev. Vance Havner, evangelist and Bible teacher, brought a 
challenging message Tuesday evening, on “The Days are Evil— 
the Reason and the Remedy.” “Sole progress is still the progress 
of the soul. The days are evil, but it is in times like these that | 
revivals are born. It does not depend on where we are or what 
we are, but it does depend upon what we do” (II Chron. 7:14), 
he declared. 


P. ARMERDING’S SECOND ADDRESS CAME after the 
prayer period Wednesday morning. Speaking on Deuteronomy 8, 
he brought a message on the land promised to Israel as a beau- 
tiful type and picture of the food and resources of the believer. 
His theme was, “The Word as Food.” 

Dr. Smith followed with a stirring message on “The In- 
creasing Intensity of the Present Battle for the Christian 
Faith.” He called attention first to those attacking the faith. 
He pointed out their identity, character, purpose, methods, and 
accomplishments. He concluded by considering the defenders of 
the faith, and their equipment, spirit and conflict. 

Referring to evangelism, and especially personal evangelism, 
as “Our God-given Task,” Rev. William W. Shannon, of the 
Extension staff, declared, “If we are not catching men, we are 
failures” (Mark 1:17). 

Following the praise service, Mr. Havner spoke on “The Dan- 
ger of Getting Over It.” The address appears in this issue of 
the MONTHLY. 

In the 2:30 period Wednesday afternoon Rev. W. Douglas ‘Roe, 
of the Extension Department, gave an address on “The Seven 
Service Gifts of the Church,” from Romans 12:1-8. “Our gifts do 
differ. Why is it then that we try to imitate others’ gifts instead 
of letting God use us where He desires?” It was a down-to- 
earth, practical message. 

The next address was by the Rev. Charles Woodbridge, pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church, Salisbury, N.C. He spoke on 
“A Reason for the Hope,” using I Peter 3:15 as his text. He 
emphasized the importance of trusting in the inspired Word of 
God, which he said was the first point of attack against our 
faith. 

Dr. Fickett brought the Wednesday night address, on “El 
Shaddai—Almighty God.” As “El Shaddai,” God is sufficient 
for His promises, sufficient to provide our needs, sufficient for 
promotion, and protection, and proclamation, and prosecution. 
He is sufficient for prophecy, for God has plans for restoration 
and recovery.

i HURSDAY WAS THE GREAT MISSIONARY Day. The open- 
ing address was given by one always appreciated by Founder’s 
Week audiences, Dr. H. A. Ironside, pastor of Moody Memorial 
Church, Chicago. “Requirements for Effective Soul-Winning” 
was his subject, based on Acts 26:12-19. These requirements, 
he explained, include a definite knowledge of one’s own salva- 
tion; looking to the Lord alone rather than to men; the mes- 
sage of Acts 26:18; and obedience to God at all times. 

Mr. Woodbridge, who was born in China and is a former 
missionary to Africa, brought as his second message “The Mis- 
sionary Crisis Which Faces the Church in 1944.” “The outlook 
is one of danger and also one of unparalleled opportunity. 
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Therefore the Church must face God about her faithfulness to 
the command of Christ.” 

Dr. Max I. Reich, director of the Institute’s Jewish Missions 
Course, brought a heart-warming message on “The Great 
Commission as Recorded in Each Gospel.” He showed how in 
each case the wording of the commission emphasizes the par- 
ticular characteristics of the Gospel in which it occurs. “In 
Matthew we are pointed to the Lordship of Christ; in Mark to 
the miraculous power of the Servant of Jehovah; in Luke to an 
exhibition of grace; and in John to a manifestation of Christ 
in our lives by the Holy Spirit.” 

“The Challenge of the Ripened Harvest” was the title of the 
closing address of the morning, given by Dr. Robert H. Glover, 
home director emeritus of the China Inland Mission. He fore- 
sees the possibility of the greatest harvest in this entire age at 
the close of the war, if the Church will prepare now to enter the 
doors soon to be opened. 

The missionary symposium was held in the auditorium of 
Moody Memorial Church, with Dr. William H. Hockman, di- 
rector of the Missionary Course, presiding. The spirit of this 
great afternoon gathering, attended by some 3,000 persons, was 
a tonic to induce fervent zeal for world evangelization. The call 
from various mission fields was presented, in terms of the need 
and the opportunity, by Rev. E. J. Pudney, New Guinea, Un- 
evangelized Fields Mission; Dr. Elliot D. Parkhill, American 
Sunday School Union; Miss Helen Western, South China Boat 
Mission; Rev. R. M. Jackson, Indo-China, Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance; Miss Nina Zernov, Alaska, Russian Gospel 
Association; Rev. Edward Morrow, West Africa, Sudan Interior 
Mission; Rev. Gerhard A. Jacobson, Eastern China, Christian 
and Missionary Alliance; Rev. Leonard Buyse, East Africa, 
Africa Inland Mission; and Rev. E. E. Beatty, Tibetan border, 
China Inland Mission. 

The consecration service in the evening was a Spirit-directed 
meeting. The music, the message, the invitation, all strove 

~toward one goal. Basing his mesSage on Acts 26:1-25 and 
Matthew 17:1-21, Rev. William Thomas, pastor of Cooke’s Pres- 
byterian Church, Toronto, spoke on “The Heavenly Vision.” 
“Are you willing to say, ‘I am not satisfied merely to have Christ 
as my Saviour, and will not be satisfied till I crown Him Lord 
of my life’?” Such was the appeal, and when Dr. Houghton 
invited those who were willing to go anywhere and do anything 
that Christ asked, several hundred persons made their way to 
the front of the auditorium from all parts of the building. 


‘Em MESSAGES FRIDAY MORNING CENTERED around the 
coming of Christ. Dr. Ironside spoke on II Peter 3:1. Referring 
to the sanctifying effect of the truth of Christ’s return, he said: 
“If I do not seem to keep in step, it is because I hear a dif- 
ferent drum. We are not out of step. We are in step with God. 
The world is out of step!” 

Rev. John F. MacArthur, of the Extension staff, chose for his 
text Acts 1:11, and emphasized the certainty of the coming of 
Jesus; some conditions we may expect at the return of Christ; 
the purpose of His coming, and preparation for His coming. 

Mr. Havner spoke on II Peter 3:10, and developed the theme 
of the practical implications of the return of Christ. “It is one 
thing to be occupied with His coming, and it is another thing 
to occupy till He comes,” he said. He spoke on preparation, ex- 
pectation, purification, and evangelization. 

Likewise, Dr. R. S. Beal, pastor for the past twenty-six years 
of the First Baptist Church of Tucson, Ariz., had a related 
theme, “Some Special Features of This Age.” It is an age of 
an absent Christ; of the descent and presence of the Holy Spirit; 
when Christ is taking out a people for His Church; when 
Satan is enthroned. 

The theme of the afternoon changed somewhat, as Rev. 
Armin R. Gesswein, professor of evangelism in Gordon College, 
Boston, and prominent worker in the Norway revival, spoke from 
his heart on the revival in Norway before the Nazi invasion. 

_It was a wonderful story of God’s redeeming grace. 

Dr. Culbertson followed, with a message on “Brotherly Love.” 
He developed three general lines of thought: the necessity for 
love, the exercise of love, and the source of love. 

“In Partnership with God” was the title of the evening ad- 
dress, by R. G. LeTourneau, president of R. G. LeTourneau, Inc. 
Inventor, industrialist, and business man, Mr. LeTourneau is an 
outstanding Christian besides. Pointing out that in mechanics 
our worst enemy is friction, he said that human friction is 
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even worse. The most terrible, the most disastrous, the most 
tragic friction:of all is between God and man, he declared. 


D.. BEAL BROUGHT THE FIRST MESSAGE Of Saturday, 
on “The Uniqueness of Christ.” Christ is the only one born in 
this world without a human father; He is the only one in 
the world who ever lived a perfect life; He is the only one 
who ever lived among men who had the right to forgive sins; 
He was the only one born into this world to die, and He was 
the only one who ever lost His salvation. “He lost it that 
we might never lose ours.” 

Mr. Thomas spoke next, on “What God Can Do or Use.” 
The message again was a call to consecration of all to Christ. 
“There is one condition of blessing. ‘What is that in thine 
hand?’ Will you put it into the pierced hand of Christ today?” 

Another layman on the program, Walter A. Haman, White 
House secret service agent, was heard at the next period. 
After referring to some cf his experiences with the President 
on his recent war missions abroad, he spoke from his heart on 
“Launch out into the deep, and let down your nets for a 
draught.” 

Mr. Gesswein continued his addréss of the day before on 
the revival in Norway, this time considering the fresh revival 
that has taken place since the Nazi invasion. The persecution 
by the Nazis has caused separation of Church and State 
in Norway. Preachers are returning to the faith of their 
childhood, and people’s hearts are open to the Word. 

Saturday, February 5, was the anniversary of D. L. Moody’s 
birthday. Therefore it was fitting for Dr. Glover to speak on 
“Mr. Moody and Missions,” a message which will appear at 
some future time in the MonrHLy. 

The closing message of the afternoon was brought by Dr. 
Robert G. Lee, pastor of Bellevue Baptist Church, Memphis, 
Tenn., silver-tongued orator and preacher of the Southland. 
Taking an unusual text (I Sam. 24:14), he declared that those 
who follow the life of ease are on the trail of the dead dog or 
the flea. “We need to learn to endure hardness as good soldiers. 
For not all the things that Christ would have us do are easy, 
but the road leads to glory.” 

The speaker Saturday evening was Dr. W. R. White, editorial 
secretary of the Sunday School Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. A great preacher, this former college president 
and successful pastor spoke on “The Great Conflict.” The con- 
flict begun between man and Satan in the Garden of Eden 
continues. It is a conflict between the wisdom of this world 
and God. “How are we to face this enemy?” he asked, and 
the answer naturally was that we are going to win by being 
crucified with Christ, by putting on the whole armor of God. 

Following Dr. White’s address, the sound-motion picture in 
full color recently: completed by Irwin A. Moon, of “Sermons 
from Science” fame, was given its first public showing. “They 
Live Forever” features testimonies of Lt. James C. Whittaker 
and Sgt. John Bartek, of the Rickenbacker episode, and Col. 
George S. Clarke, survivor of the siege of Bataan, concerning 
their faith in Jesus Christ. It also presents highlights of Mr. 
Mooy’s work. 


, — AFTERNOON WAS GIVEN TO THE Children’s 
Bible Hour, and was broadcast over a network of stations. An 
audience of four thousand, largely boys and girls, saw and 
heard this popular broadcast. Little tots sang, older children 
sang, and took part in various portions of the program along 
with Uncle Mel, Aunt Theresa, and all the rest. 

The closing service of the conference was on Sunday night, 
with the Moody Church crowded to capacity and many stand- 
ing. Dr. Lee brought the message on “Prepare to meet thy 
God,” and “Be ye also ready.”

When the invitation was given many found their way to the 
inquiry room. 

The conference was at an end. The blessing of God was 
plainly upon the services. People’s hearts were blessed, and 
Christians were rejoicing. It was another truly great Founder’s 
Week Conference.

THE GOSPEL IN UNITED STATES 
CAMPS IN BRITAIN 
rom time to time, I receive cheering 
ee of how God is blessing soul-win- 
ning work among your boys over here. 

Among the societies working along 
sound evangelical lines is the Open-Air 
Mission, founded ninety years ago by 
that famous Christian sportsman, John 
MacGregor, whose exploits on the rivers 
of Europe and on the river Jordan, in his 
Rob Roy canoe, may be remembered by 
some older folk on your side. The mis- 
sion has established a number of small 
halls, called Soldiers’ Welcome, near some 
of the camps. At least one of. these places 
is being well patronized by Americans. 
The missioner in charge is held in such 
respect by the American officers that he 
has been granted a pass to visit the bar- 
racks and camps of no fewer than eight 
units. Everywhere he is well received. 

He writes that it has been a real joy 
to have fellowship with United States 
army chaplains “who preach the true 
gospel message.” They rejoice in their 
men getting converted, and they have in- 
vited the evangelist to preach in their 
camp churches. A number of Christian 
soldiers have helped by taking meetings 
in the Soldiers’ Welcome hall. At one 
such service the commanding officer of 
the unit sat in the front row, and after- 
ward expressed his appreciation within 
the hearing of his men. 

You will be interested to learn that 
this evangelist has contacted at least one 
former student of Moody Bible Institute. 
His name is Corporal Henry G. Riser, 
and he is the chaplain’s clerk. As the 
Open-Air Mission evangelist was trained 
at the Bible Training Institute of Glas- 
gow, which owes its inception likewise to 
D. L. Moody, it gave the Englishman 
much joy to have fellowship with the cor- 
poral, whom he describes as “a very keen 
Christian, a musician, and a member of 
the regimental band before he became 
the chaplain’s clerk.” 

On Thanksgiving Day, the evangelist 
was invited to dine with the officers in 
their mess. The evangelist says: “After 
dinner we made our way to the day room, 
to hold the Thanksgiving service. What 
a thrill it was to see the men coming in, 
until all available space was taken up. 
They sat on chairs, tables, the floor, or 
stood at the back. . . . James 1:16-27 was 
the passage of Scripture which I gave 
them. There was a very impressive at- 
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mosphere, and one felt that all were giv- 
ing thanks to God for all He had been 
to us and done for us. 

“On the next day the mess sergeant in- 
vited Mrs. Walters and myself to have 
dinner with them on Sunday. Again we 
were seated at the officers’ table, and 
God’s hand was seen in our being there, 
for I was given permission to go any- 
where I desired in the camp of this 
newly-arrived unit. It was good also, 
after dinner, to be approached by an 
officer’s orderly, and to learn that he was 
a Christian. I introduced him to the 
N.C.O. who had cooked our dinner, he too 
being a keen Christian. Both men have 
since taken part in our week night meet- 
ing.” 

This evangelist has also been greatly 
blessed among men in the detention 
camp. He was invited by the American 
Officer in charge to visit the men there, 
before a chaplain was appointed. Every 
Sunday afternoon a service is held, the 
attendance being voluntary. For the first 
service only ten came, but now more than 
a hundred turn up. It is evident that the 


_ evangelist has won his way into the 


hearts of these men, a good many of 
whom are colored. 

Several ministers have told me of 
happy contacts they have made with 
American soldiers who have dropped into 
their churches. One such friend, who has 
a village church, had four U.S. soldiers 
come in on a Sunday evening. Through 
them he made the acquaintance of a Ser- 
geant M. Vandenberg, who turned out to 
be a preacher. He was invited to take a 
service, and says my friend, “preached 
as clear a gospel as I have listened to 
for years.” Since then U.S. airmen and 
Christian men of the R.A.F. have been 
meeting for fellowship at the church

for Bible Students

OBSOLETE WORDS 
I 


The Authorized Version seems to be 
the favorite with many Christians. 
This version was made in the year 
1611, and since then some English words 
have changed their meanings. It is ob- 
vious that if we interpret those passages 
where these words occur on the basis of 
their present-day meaning, we shall ar- 
rive at a false interpretation. In this and 
succeeding articles, we shall consider the 
more important of these obsolete words. 

Lust (Gal. 5:17). The word means 
today “an immoral desire.” The Greek 
word is érOupia (epithumia), “a passion- 
ate desire, a craving, a longing.” The 
Holy Spirit is said to lust. To interpret 
the English word in its present-day 
usage would involve one in grave diffi- 
culties here. The translation reads, “For 
the flesh has a strong desire to suppress 
the Spirit, and the Spirit has a strong 
desire to suppress the flesh, and these 
are entrenched in an attitude of mutual 
opposition to one another, in order that 
ye will not do the things ye desire to do.” 
The word where found in the New 
Testament means “a passionate desire.” 
The context rules as to whether it is a 
good or a bad desire. 

Base (I Cor. 1:28). The word as used 
today refers to someone or something 
that is bad, low in an evil sense, some- 
thing reprehensible. The Greek word is 
ayens (agenés). It is used here in con- 
trast to ebyeris (eugenés), translated 
“noble” here. This latter word means 
literally “well-born.” Our word “eugenics” 
comes from it. It is used in Luke 19:12 
where it refers to a person of princely 
birth. Hence agenés means “a person not 
of princely or noble birth.” Witness 
Shakespeare in the word “base-born,” 
referring to a commoner as contrasted to 
one of noble or royal blood. An English 
woman of noble birth said that she was 
going to heaven on an “m,” “not many 
noble are called.” Thus the word “noble” 
here refers, not to one of noble character, 
but to one of noble birth. 

Vanity, vain (Rom. 8:20; Eph. 4:17; 
I Pet. 1:18). These words today usually 
mean “proud of one’s features or ac- 
complishments.” jaraos (mataios) (I 
Pet. 1:18) is used in an early manu- 
script in the sentence “he vainly relates.” 
The word thus means “in vain.” Their 
manner of life did not measure up to 
God’s requirements. The word “futile” 
would adequately translate it. In Romans 
8:20, the curse on the material universe 
because of man’s sin, rendered its state 
one of futility, that is, it did not measure 
up to all that God had intended it should 
for the blessing of man. In Ephesians 
4:17, the reasoning faculties of the un- 
saved are said to be in a state of 
futility, unable to function to the glory 
of God. Verse 18 describes this futile 
state.

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A KOREAN VILLAGE SCENE 


Like most oriental countries, Korea is a land of villages. Usually the village is named after 
the oldest family—frequently the family has lived in the same spot for forty generations or 
more. The only modern element in the picture is the umbrella. 

In no land has the gospel won greater victories than in Korea. But the hand of Japan 
has visited untold anguish, especially directing its violence against the Christian Church. 
There is hope for the independence of this ancient Hermit Kingdom when once Japan has 


been crushed. 


GOD IS WORKING IN CHINA 

MAGINE what it is like to stand up on 
i] Sunday before a crowd of about a 
hundred of the intelligentsia of China— 
a goodly number of them returned stu- 
dents from England or America, nearly 
all of them university graduates; people 
from all walks of life—businessmen, 
bankers, smart young captains, majors, 
and colonels from the Staff College; 
teachers, government officials, and doc- 
tors, and so on—and talk to them in 
their own language about the things of 
God! It would be terrifying but for the 
clear sense of God’s presence. And how 
they listen! The language may be piti- 
fully inadequate and the message very 
simple, yet there is a close attention and 
interest that I have never known in 
preaching to less educated congregations. 

If there is one lesson I have learned 
more than another since coming here 
it can be expressed in Paul’s words, “The 
simplicity that is in Christ”! In a land 
like this, where so much respect is shown 
for learning and eloquenee, it is very easy 
gradually to be led away from that sim- 
plicity in spite of oneself; but on the 
other hand, in surroundings like this, 
where one is brought to feel desperately 
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his lack of these qualifications, he is 
awakened afresh to the power there is in 
the simple gospel to grip the hearts of all 
classes. One tends to imagine that what 
these people will appreciate is something 
deep and philosophical, whereas they are 
sincere like anyone else, many of them 
hungry for the truth, tired of the empti- 
ness of philosophy and mere words, and 
only too glad to listen to something that 
is clear and definite. 

It has been a great joy and encour- 
agement to see the Holy Spirit at work 
here and to know that He has used me 
to be a help to some. There are a num- 
ber of others who are earnestly seeking 
and in whose hearts God is working. I 
wish you could hear some of the testi- 
monies given at the Sunday evening fel- 
lowship meetings. It has been a: revela- 
tion to me to see how much God is do- 
ing apart from foreign missionaries, en- 
tirely through Chinese instruments. Of 
course, it is all indirectly the result of 
missionary work in the past, but a good 
many of those whom we meet have be- 
come Christians without having had any 
direct contact with foreign missionaries. 
This is immensely encouraging because it 
shows that Christianity is really taking 





root in China.—Gordon Aldis, in China’s 
Millions. 
THE CHILOE ISLANDS CALLING 

We are writing this from the “third 
class” on a little steamer returning from 
a trip to the southern islands of Chile. 
Surrounding our typewriter are fifty or 
more people with whom we have just held 
an informal meeting, giving them the 
gospel for over an hour—the result of 
having placed Gospels, etc., on the main 
table in the dining salon. One man be- 
gan asking questions and, Chilean style, 
the rest all gathered around to listen, re- 
sulting in the meeting just mentioned. 

One meets the most interesting char- 
acters in this rugged land of the far 
south. For example, at the little hotel in 
Chonchi, we met a man descended from 
a Swedish nobleman killed in the Span- 
ish Inquisition in Lima. Through him 
the schoolhouse at Huillinco opened its 
doors for three gospel meetings. 

At Cucao, way over on the Pacific 
side of the large island, the people live by 
fishing and gold-panning, mostly In- 
dians—a truly virgin territory. After 
three meetings here, the school teacher 
asked that we send music for the chor- 
uses we taught. We believe that God 
will open a real work in their hearts at 
this point. 

Returning to the inside waters at Huil- 
linco, a fourteen-mile sail, the crowd 
gathering for the meeting was too large 
for the school, so we moved outdoors. 
We trust that a dear Christian Scotch 
woman here, whom we found famished 
for fellowship, may have been sufficiently 
awakened to start a Sunday school. 

We next made a kind of “commando” 
raid on Lenui Island. Here we have prob- 
ably established “bridgeheads” at two 
points. At the first point, after a day of 
house-to-house visiting, we found no one 
would receive us; but we set up a sheet 
on the wall of a vacant house, borrowed 
a table, and “sprayed” the district with 
the trumpet. On starting the victrola, a 
group began to assemble. What a change 
as they saw the pictures and heard the 
good news! Paul’s experience with the 
jailer at Philippi came vividly to mind as 
we were given royal treatment. The same 
thing happened the next night at an- 
other place, where quite a large number 
gathered at the meeting. 

Returning to Chonchi, we had a meet- 
ing with more than five hundred people 
in the Firemen’s Hall, and the police 
turned away many who could not get in. 
Over on the island of Quinchae the same 
thing happened—a cold reception, then 
the pictures, and royal entertainment! 
Two hundred and fifty and more gath- 
ered at Achao, the capital of the island. 

We are more and more convinced that 
these islands offer to us a wonderful 
open door in this practically unevangel- 
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ized territory, where there are hungry 
hearts everywhere.—Albert E. Landis and 
William M. Strong, Jr., of the Soldiers 
and Gospel Mission. 





SILENT AMBASSADORS 

Imagine Moslems buying Bibles! One 
of the happiest experiences-of the mis- 
sionary in a Moslem country is this of a 
Moslem voluntarily purchasing a copy of 
God’s Holy Word. What might not the 
harvest yet be from such prized pur- 
chases? 

A Yoruba Moslem, on a combined trad- 
ing and religious pilgrimage to Sokoto, 
visited the bookshop, that place which 
has been erected to the memory of the 
late Rev. P. B. Chenault. This customer 
was allowed to inquisitively examine the 
various items of stock, but his interest 
was arrested by a very thick book with 
an Arabic title. On being shown this 
thick book and a thinner one, he bought 
two of the larger and one of the smaller 
books. These books were Arabic Bibles 
which sell for the unbelievably low 
price of four shillings and sixpence and 
one shilling and sixpence each, respec- 
tively. 

I love to think of that Moslem trader 
from more than nine hundred miles 
away returning with this wonderful Word 
as the most valuable part of his effects, 
and I thrill at the thought that this man 
learned Arabic that he might read the 
Koran, but now he has God’s precious 
Word to read and meditate upon. 

Almost every Arabic Bible sold is 
bought by a literate Moslem of some 
learning. Such men are not going to 
spend the equivalent of a laborer’s week- 
ly wage on a book that will not be used. 
Nor will a Moslem buy a Bible, knowing 
what it is, without having some deep re- 
ligious motive—Alexander M. Dodds, of 
the Sudan Interior Mission. 





A MISSIONARY DOCTOR

just finished writing letters and were 
about to go to bed.

operating table and other essentials from 
the dispensary. But a light was needed. 
So a rickety ladder was brought in, and 
with two of our emergency helpers to 
support it, the surgeon ascended to the 
ceiling, hammer in hand, to hang our 
Aladdin lamp from the beam. 

By 12:15 am. we were ready for the 
patient, and the removable top of our 
operating table was sent to bring him. 
In the absence of our trained native 
helper, Blanche acted as unscrubbed 
nurse, while Mr. Pearson, with some mis- 
givings lest he faint by the wayside, 
cheerfully consented to act as surgeon’s 
assistant for the first time in his life. 
In spite of all diffiiculties, all went well, 
and by 3:00 o’clock the patient was back 
in his little mud hut, and we were ready 
for bed. 

We know God did answer prayer 
that night, for under the best conditions 
such an operation as this would not have 
been easy. For one thing, our previous 
operations -had led us to fear that the 
spinal anaesthetic would not prove effec- 
tive for the length of time required, but 
it was not until we began to take him 
back to his hut that sensation returned. 
It is now two weeks since the operation 
and the patient is doing well. 

Kaliye and his wife are heathen, but 
since coming to us for treatment, they 
have been listening attentively to the 
gospel message. Kaliye has expressed a 
desire to know more of the words of God, 
and we trust that our aim of winning 
men to Christ may be achieved in this 
case aS well as in many others.—Alex 
Henderson, of the South Africa General

but this Man had more to offer! The 
law was full of cold precepts. This Man 
was “full of grace and truth” (John 
1:17). He was greater than the law! 


I WE WOULD ESCAPE this error 
of the ancient Hebrews, we must accept 
the sum total of all Scriptures‘as truth. 
Certain portions must not be exalted 
above others. Our own ideas of justice 
must not be deified above His Word 
concerning the same. To refuse the 
testimony of any scripture is to refuse 
Christ, for every book, chapter, verse, 
and line came forth from Him. “All 
scripture is by inspiration of God” 
(II Tim. 3:16). 

Jesus said, “I am the truth” (John 
14:6). He did not say, “This is the truth,” 
or “That is the truth,” but “J am the 
truth.” Our knowledge of the truth will 
depend upon our knowledge of Him. Do 
our beliefs bring us closer and closer to 
Him? Is He daily becoming more and 
more precious? Is our testimony warm 
and sympathetic, or is it cold and dog- 
matic? Let us apply this touchstone to 
our faith, lest we accept only a portion 
of the truth, and thus deny Him who 
is the truth.

NO. 1 GAMBLER? 

Repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment 
resulted from the people accepting the 
fallacy that liquor revenues would bal- 
ance the budget and banish the depres- 
sion. Now they are being told that a 
national lottery would greatly reduce our 
heavy wartime taxes. To that end bills 
have been introduced in both the House 
and Senate authorizing and encouraging 
“voluntary. contributions to the Treasury 
of the United States by means of special 
certificates to be issued” in the denomi- 
nation of $2.00. Senator Guffey demands 
an early hearing on his bill, which he 
claims will provide a “painless method” 
for rolling $5,000,000,000 of additional 
funds into the Federal Treasury. Some 
observers infer that the bill has the en- 
dorsement of high administration lead- 
ers. 

Senator Guffey and other proponents 
of the measure lay great stress on the 
billions of dollars said to be wasted annu- 
ally on foreign lottery tickets, which they 
contend a national lottery would divert

to America’s war effort. However, putting 
the lottery scheme under direction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury fools no one 
—it remains gambling, pure and simple. 
Moreover, the victims of this lottery- 
swindle in the name of the United States 
government will be the.same little fellows 
who are least able to spare even $2.00 for 
a ticket or certificate. 

Christian citizens should be opposed to 
making “Uncle Sam” a gambler for the 
same reason that they opposed making 
him a bartender. Many homes are being 
impoverished as breadwinners spend all 
or most of their earnings in various forms 
of gambling. As a consequence, children 
suffer, jobs are lost, careers of crime 
started, and relief rolls boosted. Condi- 
tions can be expected to be even worse 
under a national lottery because of the 
patriotic glamor that will surround the 
sale of said Treasury certificates.—Na- 
tional Civic League.

the sight of God. Our sins are remem- 
bered against us no more, covered over 
with the blood of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
We are as were Adam and Eve before the 
fall. 

There is, second, adoption: “We should 
be made heirs according to the hope of 
eternal life.” We are made children of 
God, translated from the kingdom of 
darkness into the kingdom of light.

THE TERM “SACRAMENT” 
W.W.W., Houston, Tez. 

Question: Is it scriptural to refer to 
the Lord’s Supper as a sacrament? I 
know of no Scripture which uses the ex- 
pression. 


Answer: The word sacrament is a 
Latin word, and as such would not ap- 
pear in the original tongue of the Scrip- 
tures; nor does the word church so ap- 
pear for that matter. The word was first 
applied to the Lord’s Supper by the 
Church Father Tertullian, about A.D. 200, 
and therefore long before the primacy 
of the See of Rome was ever established 
or perhaps thought of. The word means 
to make sacred or dedicate to sacred pur- 
poses. It had been used to designate the 
soldier’s oath of faithful consecration to 
his country’s service. On this analogy, 
for the believer it meant the obligation to 
serve and live for Christ; to renounce the 
devil and his works and to render whole- 
hearted allegiance and faithful service 
to the Lord Jesus Christ. In this sense, 
there can be nothing objectionable, sure- 
ly, to the use of this term in connection 
with the Lord’s Supper, nor can it be 
considered unscriptural simply becaus® 
it does not appear in our English Bible.

SATAN AS RULER 
Mrs. M.O.A., Tell City, Ind. 

Question: Is there any Scripture 
which refers to Satan as ruler before the 
time of Genesis 1:2? 


Answer: There are Scriptures which 
are considered by many as referring to 
Satan and his rule in a previous world 
order. Such a passage is Isaiah 14:12-14, 
where, although a king of Babylon is the 
subject of the judgment pronounced, the 
language transcends anything that could 
be ascribed to a human being. An even 
more striking passage is Ezekiel 28:12-15, 
where the language again far transcends 
even a highly poetical description (as 
some claim it is) of any earthly prince. 
Such a view is confirmed by such New 
Testament passages as Johrw 8:44; I Tim- 
othy 3:6; and John 12:31; 14:30; II Cor- 
inthians 4:4. Since Satan even now has 
a sphere of dominion (Eph. 2:2; 6:12) as 
the prince of the power of the air, and 
the prince of this world, and the god of 
this age, and since also it is precisely in 
this realm he sought to bring about the 
fall of the Lord Jesus Himself (Matt. 
4:1-12), it may also be inferred that this 
was his legitimate sphere of rule before 
his fall in a previous world order.

SAMUEL AND SAUL 
H.F.H., Corning, Calif. 


Questions: (1) Was it really Samuel 
who appeared to Saul (I Sam. 28:19)? 
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(2) Do not the words of Samuel, “Fo- 
morrow shalt thou and thy sons be with 
me,” indicate that Saul would be saved 
and in paradise? 


Answers: (1) It is not quite clear 
that Saul himself actually saw Samuel, 
but we have no doubt concerning the 
reality of the apparition. It certainly was 
not brought about by the witch or me- 
dium, but was simply permitted by God 
Himself under the exceptional circum- 
stances. Samuel then pronounced the 
most solemn and sure judgments upon 
this self-willed and disobedient ruler, 
who, having rejected God’s Word and 
wisdom at Samuel’s mouth during his 
lifetime on earth, now by means of the 
sin of witchcraft, or consulting mediums 
(Lev. 19:31; 20:27; Deut. 18:10-12; Isa. 
8:19, 20), seeks that counsel after his 
death. But it is too late and this is a 
solemn warning to heed the word of God. 

(2) The words of Samuel to Saul, “To- 
morrow shalt thou and thy sons be with 
me,” do not necessarily mean that they 
would share the particular condition or 
state of Samuel. The statement refers 
only to the fact that Saul and his sons 
would die in battle and would therefore 
be in Sheol, the general abode of the 
dead in which there was a place for the 
righteous and a place for the wicked 
dead.

MOSES AND THE ROCK 
J.T., Welwyn, Sask. 

Question: Since we are told in 
Scripture (I Cor. 10:4) that the rock 
which Moses struck in the wilderness and 
which, provided water for the children of 
Israel and followed them through their 
journeys was Christ, and that it was a 
“spiritual Rock” and “spiritual drink,” 
was it figurative or literal? 


Answer: It was most certainly lit- 
eral. The smiting of the rock (Exod. 
17:6; Num. 20:8-11) was a real act per- 
formed by a living person and brought 
forth physical water. The apostle Paul 
(I Cor. 10:4) simply says that the water- 
giving rock was typical of Christ, who 
is the well of life and the water of life 
(Isa. 12:3; John 4:14; 7:37-39; Rev. 
22:17). This rock followed them in the 
wilderness, not in the sense of a Jewish 
tradition which states that it detached 
itself and rolled along after them, but 
that in more than one place, and in 
many unlikely places in the desert, only 
a providential supply of water could have 
so long sustained such a large company. 
That is why they did not die of thirst. 
It was spiritual in that it continually 
spoke to them of God’s nearness and 
care, of His purpose for them in so pro- 
viding for and preserving their lives; 
to quicken their faith in God, and to 





show them that they lived only by His 
grace. Thus it was typical of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

MATTHEW AND JAMES 
R.L.H., Oak Park, Iil. 

Question: Levi (Matthew) is identi- 
fied in Mark 2:14 as the son of Alphaeus. 
In Mark 3:18 and Matthew 10:3, James 
is also the son of Alphaeus, in the lat- 
ter verse both names occurring together. 
Are they not brothers, making three sets 
of brothers among the apostles? 


Answer: It is possible, of course, 
that Matthew and James were brothers, 
since both are mentioned as the son of 
an Alphaeus, but it is hardly likely that 
they were. In none of the lists of the 
apostles (Matt. 10:3; Mark 3:18; Luke 
6:15; Acts 1:13) is Matthew grouped to- 
gether with James, although they do 
occur together in Matthew 10:3. The oth- 
er two’ sets of brothers are so grouped 
together and are definitely mentioned as 
brothers more than once. The name Al- 
phaeus is said to have been quite com- 
mon in those days, so that it is quite 
possible that two of the apostles may 
have had different fathers of the same 
name.

UNCLEAN LIPS 
H. S., Chicago, Il. 


Question: What was the sin of “un- 
clean lips” mentioned by Isaiah, “Woe is 
me... because I am a man of unclean 
lips” (Isa. 6:5). 

Answer: Some have thought it re- 
fers to profanity,.but it goes much deeper 
than that, although profanity of lips 
is generally the expression of vulgarity 
and profanity of mind and heart. The 
prophet was no doubt a young man of 
good moral life and religious practice. 
But he got a new and wonderful vision 
of the pure and awful holiness of God 
who had said to His people, “Ye shall be 
holy; for I am holy” (Lev. 11:44; 20:7, 8; 
I Pet. 1:15, 16). Probably much of his 
religion was mere formal utterance, 
which was an insult and sin in the 
presence of such a God, as were also 
even the sacrifices His own people 
brought to the Temple (Isa. 1), since 
they were a people who drew near only 
with their lips but their heart was far 
from God (Isa. 29:13). It should be 
noted in this incident that the cleansing 
which resulted from his confession of 
sin was purely the act of God. For good 
and moral young man though he may 
have been, he learned that in the sight 
of God his own personal righteousnesses 
were as filthy rags (Isa. 64:6). No per- 
sonal merit, or any human merit whatso- 
ever, can make us acceptable to God; 
nothing but that righteousness which

TREE OR CROSS 

E. W., Philadelphia, Pa. 

Question: Will you please explain 
the apparent contradiction in the man- 
ner of Christ’s death which is spoken of 
as “crucified on a cross” and as “dying 
on a tree.” 

Answer: There is no contradiction 
whatsoever. Christ was crucified on a 
cross and He also died or hung upon a 
tree. Only a cavil or a quibbling about 
words could make such a distinction. 
The crosses upon which the Romans 
hung or nailed their victims (for hang- 
ing by nails is no less hanging than by 
any other method) were made obviously 
from trees. At the time of the siege of 
Jerusalem by Titus about A.D. 70, so 
many Jews were crucified by the Romans 
that it is said there were no trees left 
for more crosses. Crucifixion and hang- 
ing on a tree were considered as of the 
same import long before the time of 
Christ. The people whom the apostle 
Peter addresses in Acts 5:30 as having 
slain and hanged Jesus on a tree, are 
the same people he addressed in Acts 
2:23 as having crucified and slain Him. 
This is the very point made by Paul in 
Galatians 3:13 where, according to the 
Hebrew law (Deut. 21:22, 23), the per- 
fect and sinless Son of God endured the 
curse of sin for us by hanging on a tree.

Question: Will you please explain 
the expression “though hand join hand” 
in, “Every one that is proud in heart is 
an abomination to the Lord: though 
hand join in hand, he shall not be un- 
punished” (Prov.

CONDEMNED 
Mark 14:10, 11, 53, 54, 66-72; 15:12-15 


Golden Text: He is despised and 
rejected of men; a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief—tIsaiah 
53:3. 


HE time had come! Jesus was about 

to be condemned and crucified; and 
though sinful men thought thus to rid 
themselves of the One who had pierced 
their hypocrisy and unveiled their un- 
righteousness, His death was, in the 
providence of God, the giving of Himself 
for our sins. 

Satan through his followers had hoped 
for a victory at Calvary, but instead it 
became the place where sin, sorrow and 
death were defeated, for the dying Christ 
not only saved His people, but arose again 
in victorious justification for them. 

What He endured as He went to the 
cross is enough to break one’s heart, for 
here we see the denial, betrayal and 
compromise of men. 


I. Christ Sold for Money (14:10, 11) 


When one sees the awful things which 
have been done and are being done for 
money in this world, it becomes clear why 
the Bible repeatedly calls it “filthy lucre” 
(I Pet. 5:2 and others). 

“Money! How many awful things have 
been done for money. How many dis- 
honest officials have secured high places 
in government by money! How many 
people have lost their life savings because 
some shrewd, crooked broker schemed to 
take their money away, because he want- 
ed it. How many millions of people have 
been kept in poverty because men cared 
more to increase their wealth than they 
did to relieve the distress of those who 
worked for them. . . . Money is what 
keeps the dance halls going; a lust for 
money is what keeps our breweries and 
distilleries open; it is money that makes 
men want to produce lascivious plays and 
motion pictures” (W. M. Smith). 

Fundamentally, it was the love of 
money that made Judas betray his Lord. 
“What will ye give me?” was his ques- 
tion (Matt. 26:15). 

But money is not the only price with 
which men may be paid. We find next— 


II. Christ Deserted for Comfort 
(14:53, 54). 

Peter would not have risen to the sug- 
gestion that he sell his Lord for money, 
so Satan was too smart to stir his loyalty 
by such a suggestion. He used another 
method with Peter. 

Things had become very difficult for 
our Lord. He was led away to be falsely

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accused and subjected to persecution. It 
was no longer comfortable to be at His 
side, as it had been when He fed the 
multitude and healed the sick, and 
silenced His enemies. 

This was cold unpleasant business. 
Why should Peter get mixed up in it? 
After all he could just as well keep a safe 
distance, and besides it was warm at the 
fire. Oh, yes, the enemies of the Lord 
had kindled it and stood around it, but 
that didn’t need to make Peter an enemy 
of His—or did it? . 

How many Christians who would meet 
with hasty and courageous denial the 
suggestion that they sell their Lord, have 
betrayed Him by warming themselves at 
the fires of this world. If we have done 
that shameful thing let us repent and 
turn back or we will fall into the worse 
fate which now met Peter as we find— 


™. Christ Denied for Fear (14:66- 
‘ . 

Peter, the staunch defender of our 
Lord, who had assured Him that no mat- 
ter how cowardly the others might be, he 
would stand fast (Mark 14:29), now 
quails before a servant maid. He curses 
and swears to try to strengthen his words 
of denial. 

What had happened to Peter? He had 
become so at home by the fire of the 
enemies of his Master that he was afraid 
to confess his relationship to Him. He 
had followed so far off that He had lost 
touch with the Lord, and was again like 
the Peter who on ‘another day looked 
away from the Master’s face and feared 
the boisterous waves (Matt. 14:30). 

Peter was afraid, and he denied his 
Lord. How many there are who are like 
him. They tremble before an unbelieving 
world, and fearing the scoffing of poor, 
weak, sinful men, they deny their Lord. 

It is time that Christian people took 
courage and stood up for the Lord in all 
times and circumstances. In the armed 
forces men and women are finding Christ 
and learning to stand up to their alle- 
giance to Him without fear. Will they 
come home to find that their loved ones 
and friends who profess to belong to 
Christ are still fearfully hiding their 
light wherever the hosts of evil put in 
an appearance? 

Finally, we see the crowning shame of 
Pilate as we find— 


IV. Christ Condemned for Conven- 
ience (15:12-15). 

Pilate found no fault in Christ. He had 
no desire to condemn Him. He wanted to 
set Him free. But it proved to be politi- 
cally inexpedient. To stand by his con- 
victions concerning this innocent person 
would have greatly inconvenienced him 
in many ways. So “wishing to content 
the multitude” he delivered Jesus to be 
scourged and crucified. 

Men and women today are willing to 


ee 
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condemn Christ anew because” to submit 
to Him and bear His name would require 
of them a sacrificial living which they 
are not willing to give. So they pass Him 
by, and go on to a Christless eternity. 

It costs something to follow Jesus—to 
stand true to Him in a rejecting world. 
One wonders at times whether this is not 
one reason why God does not send a 
revival to the Church. We are probably 
not willing to bear the inconvenience. 








March 19 
JESUS CRUCIFIED 


Mark 15:22-27, 29-39 


Golden Text: He was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was brujsed 
for our iniquities; the chastisement 
of our peace was upon him; and 
with his stripes we are healed.— 
Isaiah 53:5. 


that darkest of all days in the his- 
tory of the world, when wicked men with 
cruel hearts and hands crucified the lov- 
ing Son of God. But, thanks be to God, 
it was also the day when bright hope 
shone forth for sinful humanity, for in 
His death Christ bore our sins upon the 
tree, the veil was rent, the old sacrifices 
were set aside, and the “new and living 
way” was opened into the “holiest by the 
blood of Jesus” (Heb. 10:20). 

The cross finds a central place in the 
thinking of the Christian, for as Alexan- 
der MacLaren said, “A Christianity with- 
out a dying Christ is a dying Christian- 
ity.” The cross is not just an ornament to 
decorate the steeple of a church, or to 
adorn man. It speaks of the black horror 
of the cry, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” But it also tells of 
our God, who “so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son” as its Re- 
deemer. 

What does Calvary mean to us? It 
means that— 


Tes crucifixion of Christ brings us to 


I. The Saviour Died So We Could 
Live (vv. 22-27). 

The details of and circumstances sur- 
rounding the crucifixion are of deep in- 
terest to every Christian. We stand with 
Luther and weep as we see Christ’s un- 
speakable agony, not only of body but of 
spirit, and we cry, “For me, for me!” How 
can any believer contemplate the cross 
and withhold self, substance, or service 
from Christ? 

There would be less careless, selfish 
living if we would go often to the story 
of the death of Christ and recognize the 
loving, sacrificial devotion of Christ. 

Equally heart-searching is the message 
of the cross to the unbeliever. He knows 
he is a sinner (Rom. 3:23) ; he knows that 
“the wages of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23), 
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and he knows that “neither is there sal- 
vation in any other, for there is none 
other name under heaven given among 
men whereby we must be saved” (Acts 
4:12). Here at the cross he meets that 
one “who his own self bare our sins in 
his body on the tree, that we, being dead 
to sins, should live unto righteousness: 
by whose stripes ye were healed” (I Pet. 
2:24). 

Note the difference between the two 
thieves who were hanged with Jesus, for 
it is the difference between those who 
face Christ in our day. One railed on 
Him (Luke 23:39), while the other, re- 
pentant, had a faith that looked all the 
way into Paradise (Luke 23:43). Sinner— 
unbeliever, will you with the second male- 
factor cry out to Christ now—and be 
saved? 


II. The Son Was Forsaken So We 
Could Be Accepted (vv. 29-36). 

Awful was the railing and mocking 
which our Lord endured on the cross. 
It must have made His devoted, loving 
heart well-nigh break as He saw the 
scorn of the very ones He died to save. 

Yet it was as nothing compared to that 
moment when He who knew no sin “was 
made sin for us” (II Cor. 5:21). Bearing 
the awful load of the sin of the world He 
knew the bitter agony of being forsaken 
by the Father. He turned His head away 
and we hear that saddest of all cries, 
“My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me?” 

We cannot fathom the full meaning of 
that hour, we dare not attempt to ex- 
plain it, we can only accept it and thank 
God that because He did become sin for 
us we may be “made the righteousness of 
God in him” (II Cor. 5:21). He died that 
we might live. He was forsaken that we 
might be “accepted in” Him “the beloved” 
(Eph. 1:6). 

After the darkness, however, comes the 
light. He died not as martyr, a van- 
quished gladiator defeated in battle; no, 
there was victory. 


III. The Veil Was Rent So We Could 
Enter (vv. 37-39). 

The death of Jesus was not the pitiful 
weakening of a human martyr. Here was 
the Son of God, crying with a loud voice 
(v. 37), giving up His spirit to the Father 
(Luke 27:46), declaring that the work of 
redemption was “finished.” 

As a visible indication of that fact, and 
as a declaration that the old dispensation 
of law had given place to the new dis- 
pensation of grace, God tore the temple 
veil in twain. Only He could have done 
it. 

No man could have torn this sixty-foot 
long, twenty-foot wide, and inch-thick 
curtain, and note that it was torn from 
top to bottom. This was the act of God. 
This veil had hung in the temple to keep 
all but the high priest out of the Holy of 
Holies, and he entered with fear and 
trembling but once a year as the repre- 
sentative of the people. 

Now all this is changed. We have now, 
“brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new 
and living way, which He hath conse- 
crated for us, through the veil.” 

Therefore, “let us draw near with a true

It should be of primary interest and 
concern to discover what the Maker and 
Lord thinks of His creation, man. He 
knows what is in man and if we learn of 
Him we may come to evaluate man aright. 
When God made man— 


1. He Made Him in His Own Image - 


(v. 27). 

The teaching of Scripture makes it 
clear that this image was not anything 
material or physical, but rather a likeness 
of personality. As God is a personal, 
moral, intelligent Being, so is man. 

Even though sin has come in and 
marred that image, it is still there, en- 
abling man to respond to the grace of 
God, to receive redemption in Christ, and 
to set all his glorious qualities free for 
their fullest usefulness. 

How tragic then that man will not only 
reject that grace, but will subject his 
God-given personality to the narcotic and 
destructive influence of alcohol which will 


_destroy his moral character, dull and de- 


prave his intelligence, and change him 
into a beast. 

2. He Gave Him Power and Authority 
(v. 28). 

This is the very thing man is seeking, 
and here we learn that the only One who 
had a right to give it—God Himself— 
bestowed it upon man. 

Having dominion over the entire earth, 
man is in a place of responsibility, not 
only for his own moral choices, but for 
the welfare of others. Think that over 
as it relates to the ever-growing liquor 
problem. 


II. Man Should Honor Man (Matt. 
12:11, 12; Rom. 14:19-21). 

Since God has such a high regard for 
man, it is clear that we ought to have 
real respect for our fellow man. “Man’s 
inhumanity to man” is often declared to 
be the world’s greatest difficulty. It 
would not be so if God’s Word were 
obeyed. Man would learn that—

1. He Should Recognize His Fellow 
Man’s Value (Matt. 12:11, 12). 

Property values are so well to the front 
in the thinking of all, that it requires no 
argument to convince anyone that a 
sheep that has fallen into a pit should 
be rescued. But the sad thing is that the 
man who would run for help to rescue a 
sheep in that predicament will hardly 
cast an interested glance at the drunk in 
the gutter, or lose a few minutes sleep 
over the girls who are going to hell by 
way of our countless taverns. 

Many a neighborhood has been stirred 
to angry reprisal over the poisoning of a 
pet dog, but will let the liquor dealer 
poison men and women—all for a small 
license fee. 

The man who loves his fellow man 
knows that— 

2. He Should Sacrifice for His Fellow 
Man’s Good (Rom. 14:19-21). 

Paul here states a high principle of 
Christian consideration. He makes clear 
that man is his brother’s keeper and must ~ 
do nothing which will tempt his brother 
to do that which will harm him. 

Once and for all this disposes of the 
argument of the one who claims that he 
can take a drink and let it alone. Sup- 
pose what he says is true (and one won- 
ders whether it is!), yet he thus sets an

example for the poor, weak man or 
woman who cannot exercise control. That 
is asin. We might as well face that fact. 

Your fellow man is worthy of any little 
bit of self-sacrifice you may make on 
his behalf. 


III. Man Should Honor Himself 
(I Cor. 6:19, 20). 

Man is told not to think more highly 
of himself than he ought to think (Rom. 
12:3), and that is good counsel. But at 
the same time he ought to think as highly 
of his own being as God does. He should 
recognize that— 

1. His Body Is the Temple of the Holy 
Spirit (v. 19). 

The Bible teaches that the moment a 
man believes in Christ his body becomes 
the dwelling place of the Holy Spirit. 
That means that he must never take that 
body in any place (such as a tavern). to 
do anything or partake of anything (like 
intoxicants) which would dishonor the 
Holy Spirit of God. Recognition of this 
holy truth would settle all questions of 
behavior and morality at once. We are 
the temple of thé Holy Spirit. Christian 
friends, let us always honor His presence. 

2. He Belongs to God (v. 20). 

Men have been given a free will by 
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God. He has given them the right of 
self-determination. That does not abro- 
gate God’s right to man’s devotion and 
love. 

The fact that we are free to choose 
should make us the more determined that 
the right choice should be made—that we 
shall glorify God in our bodies, which are 
His. 

Does it take even a moment’s thought 
to tell us that the violation of that body 
(and every bit of scientific evidence 
proves it to be a violation) by the use of 
alcohol is not only disobedient, but sinful 
rebellion against God. 


April 2 
SAUL BECOMES A NEW MAN 
Acts 9:1-9, 13-19a 
Golden Text: If any man be in 


Christ, he is a new creature.— 
II Corinthians 5:17. 


HE lives of great men inspire us with 
‘Les eagerness to make our own lives 
count for God and for country. Particu- 
larly is that true of the life of the apostle 
Paul, for he combined personal greatness 
with an absolute surrender and devotion 
to Christ, which made his life doubly 
effective. 

Paul was a leader of the early church, 
the writer, by inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit, of about half the books of the 
New Testament, and the one to whom 
was entrusted the development of those 


doctrinal truths which were implicit in 


the teachings of Jesus. 

We recall, however, that this peerless 
leader for Christ was at first the bitter 
enemy of everything Christian and we 
ask, “What changed this man?” The 
answer is—the redeeming grace of God— 
but that is the story of our lesson. He 
became a changed man as he went— 


I. From Threatening to Trembling 
(vv. 1-7). 

The enemies of God and of our Christ 
are often loudmouthed and terror-spread- 
ing individuals, who, for a time, strike 
fear into the hearts of men. Such was 
Saul of Tarsus, and such are the anti- 
christian leaders of our day. They seem 
to be so powerful and able to sweep all 
before them. ‘ 

But wait! Luther said of God’s arch- 
enemy, “One little word shall fell him,” 
and it is true. See what happened to 
Saul. Off on his journeys of persecution 
and destruction, bold and determined, he 
met Jesus on the Damascus road, and the 
great threatener is found to be “trem- 
bling and astonished” (v. 6). 

The Lord is still on His throne, and one 
day every mouth shall be stopped (Rom. 
3:19), and all His enemies shall tremble 
before Him. Would that they would do it 
while there is time to repent. 


II. From Persecuting to Praying 
(vv. 2, 8, 9; see also vy. 11). 

Paul utterly devoted to the rooting out 
of this hated sect of Christians was on 
his way with letters authorizing their 
imprisonment. It was all very official, 
zealous and marvelous in men’s sight, 
until he met Jesus, and it all blew away. 

Ananias, that faithful layman (may 
his tribe increase!), was called of God 
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to go and speak to the stricken Saul. 
When he feared to go, God encouraged 
him (v. 15), for the powerful persecutor 
had now become a penitent pray-er (v. 
11). That’s what a face to face meeting 
with Jesus did for Paul—yes, and will do 
for any man or woman. 


PIII. From Scoffing to Suffering 
(vv. 1, 13-16). 

Saul doubtless gloried in the breathing 
out of threatenings and slaughter .of 
which we read in verse 1. He was riding 
high in the seat of authority and of offi- 
cial approval. It was satisfying to his 
fleshly pride to make known his dreadful 
purposes of destruction and imprison- 
ment for those helpless Christians. 

Did we say helpless? Oh, no, they had 
on their side all the power of the Eternal 
One. He who touches the people of God 
touches the Lord Himself. Paul thought 
he was fighting a little sect of Christians, 
but found that he was fighting the Lord 
Himself (v. 5). 

But now that he had met Jesus and was 
ready to turn in devotion to His sacred 
cause, he was to learn what it meant to 
suffer. Let us note well that suffering for 
the sake of one’s faith may be entirely 
within the will of God, yes, and for His 
glory. 

So we see threatening giving place to 
trembling, persecuting to praying, and 
scoffing to suffering; but all this is true 
because Saul had now gone— 


IV. From Spiritual Death to Spirit- 
ual Life (vv. 17-19). 

Men have tried to explain the experi- 
ence of conversion on the ground of psy- 
chology, as a cataclysmic change in the 
life of an individual who has gone 
through some great sorrow or trial, but it 
simply will not go down. There is in real 
conversion a regeneration which means 
a completely changed life. 

Saul did have a sudden and moving 
experience on the Damascus road, but it 
was not just because of a blinding light 
and a mighty voice. It was a light “from 
heaven” (v. 4), and the voice of the Lord. 

When a man meets Jesus and asks 
Him, “Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
do,” there is a change which is likened in 
Scripture to passing from death to life. 

Saul was “filled with the Holy Ghost,” 
and received his sight. He was ready now 
to be used of the Lord as the greatest 
missionary, evangelist and theologian 
that the world has ever known. 

This change was one which reached 
down into his inmost being and trans- 
formed his beliefs. The Jesus he had 
hated, now became his all consuming 
passion and love. -He no longer looked to 
his works to save him, for now he knew 
the personal Saviour. 

What happened within showed itself in 
his attitude toward those without. It al- 
ways does. He now came to love the very 
people he had hated and persecuted, and 
turned every bit of his strength and 
ability into the task of working with them 
in the spreading of the gospel throughout 
the world. 

Men and women—yes, boys and girls— 
today need this same change from death 
to life.. Too long have we been trying to 
polish up the exterior of lives unchanged 
within.

shouting, weeping people, rejoicing in 
the Lord. I will defend to the last their 
sincerity and devotion. They were not 
hypocrites, but saints. They were not 
fools, but wise. Modernism has not 
gained anything in checking emotions, 
and being too smart for the atoning 
blood of Christ. 

The enthusiasm now called for in the 
national crisis, and possessed by the very 
nations warring against us, was lost from 
our Upper Room. The mind now called 
for in the world situation was sidetracked 
in an attempt to explain everything by 
man. Not least, therefore, among my ob- 
ligations to the church is what I owe to 
a fellowship of believers. In such happy 
company, my heart burned and my mind 
«was renewed. 


to CHURCH GAVE ME THE OP- 
PORTUNITY TO PREACH. A son of the sea 
was encouraged to become a fisher of 
men. A poor boy was brought ashore, 
and into the heritage of the pulpit. It 
was his good father’s desire to see the 
son ordained. He died shortly before the 
time of ordination. But I have never 
once doubted that he was a heavenly 
witness to that sacred hour. There is no 
preaching worth the name that is not 
done in a grand awareness of the invisi- 
ble host. 

I am troubled about rationed preach- 
ing. We younger men have been trained 
to preach short sermons. The older men 
have fallen in line. This is the day of 
short editorials, photo magazines, head- 
lines. People say, “Our preacher doesn’t 
talk long.” One fears a glorying in brev- 
ity rather than in the Cross. 

For six long hours Jesus was on His 
cross. He suffered there for the sins of 
the whole world. His dying lips gave 
utterance to words that have challenged 
preaching for centuries. Why hold a 
stop watch against the word Father as a 
definition of God? Why be in a hurry 
when life can tarry with the word for- 
give? 

I recall the preacher of my home 
church in his lengthy sermon. He linked 
heaven and earth together. There was 
an unhurried congregation, and fire was 
upon the altar. Surely we are lacking in 
revivals of religion. It is my conviction 
that an abbreviated gospel is related di- 
rectly to prevalent human need. Sermons 
in miniature are not enough for global 
lives. Doctrinal truths take time. The 
preacher hears, “There are no souls 
saved after twenty minutes.” It looks 
as if the twenty minutes have not pro 
duced the spiritual results.

The Birth from Above

tion is the flesh, and that which is born 
of the flesh can never be more than flesh. 
I represent the kingdom of the spirit. I 
invite you to come up to My higher level. 
Come into My life and I will share with 
you all that I am and all that I have.” 
And the man says, “I surrender, Lord 
Jesus; come in and take possession. I 
exchange my limitations for the un- 
bounded resources of Thy infinite life.” 
And the Lord of life comes in and com- 
pletes the man’s personality by opening 
up his dormant spiritual capacities, so 
that for the first time in his life he senses 
something of the range and scope, the 
plentitude, power, and privilege of the 
kingdom of God. . 


DO YOU? 









Lo, Iam with you 
alway, even unto the 
end of the world.

A MOMENT AGO, the gossamer 
wings of imagination flashed the natural 
kingdoms before us. These kingdoms are 
mineral, vegetable, animal, and human. 
We followed a series of transmutations 
within the boundaries of these kingdoms. 
We saw, repeated, an entity from a lower 
kingdom being taken up into a higher 
kingdom; the mineral crystal became a 
vegetable cell, and the vegetable cell 
became animal tissue. 

We followed the principles which 
effected these transmutations. We saw 
that in the natural world one kingdom 
does not interfere with another; that 
these kingdoms are fixed and the lines 
between them are fixed. The mineral 
cannot become vegetable and the animal 
cannot become human; that that which 
belongs to the lower cannot enter the 
higher except as the higher stoops down 
and takes the lower up into itself; that 
when that which belongs to the lower 
enters the higher, it changes its nature 
and adaptation; the mineral crystal be- 
comes a vegetable cell, and the vegetable 
cell becomes animal tissue; and that 
when God takes a man up into Himself, 
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He changes his nature, gives him spirit- 
ual eyes so he can see, and spiritual feet 
so he can enter into the mysteries of the 
kingdom of God. 

In wonderment Nicodemus said, “How 
can these things be?” Jesus answered, 
“Art thou a master in Israel, and know- 
est not these things? .. . If I have told 
you earthly things, and ye believe not, 
how shall ye believe, if I tell you of heav- 
enly things?” (vv. 10-12). “Why, Nico- 
demus,” we can fancy Jesus saying, “this 
process of the lower being taken up into 
the higher is taking place around you 
all the time. If you do not see these 
transmutations in the earthly realm, how 
can I carry my analogy into the heavenly 
realm, and hope to make you understand 
the birth from above?” 

And then Jesus goes on to say, “And no 
man hath ascended up to heaven, but he 
that came down from heaven, even the 
Son of man which is in heaven. And as 
Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilder- 
ness, even so must the Son of man be 
lifted up: that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have eternal 
life” (vv. 13-15). 

This passage suggests the four levels 
of Hebrews 2: 

1. The imperial or transcendent level 
—God. 

2. The celestial level—angels. 

3. The terrestrial level—man. 

4. The infernal level—demons. 

What is the teaching here? When 
Satan tempted man he drew him down 
to the level of death, and beyond that a 
second death. It teaches that Jesus 
Christ came down from the divine level, 
passed through the angelic level, de- 
scended to the humanic level, and there 
identified Himself with man’s fallen 
nature, and in the end died upon the 
cross that He might give him life, and 
beyond that a second life, and beyond 
that no death. 

And this gives point to the allusion to 
the brazen serpent. The sinning children 
of Israel were bitten by the fiery serpents 
in the wilderness. The poison virus was 
coursing through their veins and the 
issue was death. But if they looked upon 
the brazen serpent uplifted upon a pole, 
as Christ was uplifted upon the cross, 
the power of death was immediately an- 
nulled in their members. This is why we 
sing: 

“There is life for a look at the Crucified 

One; 

There is life at this moment for thee.” 


What a tremendous conception it is! 
There is nothing like it anywhere else. 
Only God could have thought it, and 
only God could have wrought it. The 
Victor became the Victim in order that 
the victim might become the victor! The 
Sinless One took the place of the sinful 
one in order that the sinful one might 
become sinless! And so in wonder and 
amazement we sing: 


“How Thou canst love me as Thou dost, 
And be the God Thou art,

Science, Religion, and the Future, 
by C. E. Raven. 


A series of eight lectures delivered by 
the regius professor of Divinity in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge. As the title suggests, 
this book deals with the relation of science 
and religion and the part they should play 
in the future of the world’s thought and 
existence. 

The author takes the position that there 
is no conflict between science and religion, 
and that the failure of each of these to 
recognize their true harmony is the cause 
of the suffering of mankind. In develop- 
ing his thesis of “no conflict,” the author 
defines the true scientific explanation of 
the origin of life as being Darwinian evo- 
lution (with minor changes) and the true 
religious explanation of the origin of life 
as being Darwinian evolution (with minor 
changes); ergo, no conflict! He condemns 
the Genesis account of creation as being a 
fable (he speaks of “the harm that Old 
Testament folklore when presented as his- 
tory has done to religion,” p. 85), and the 
Calvinistic system of theology because “it 
was based upon an acceptance of the books 
of the Old and New Testaments as the 
Word of God, irreformable and inerrant” 
(p. 20). The “Weltanschauung” of those 
(“obscurantists”) who take the Bible ac- 
count as literal and true must be replaced 
by a new philosophy of life which will pro- 
duce a world-outlook of optimism based on 
the view of limitless evolutionary progress 
ahead. The author condemns the “super- 
stition” that there will ever come a period 
of catastrophic judgment upon mankind. 

It is the old, old story of religious re- 
jection of the Word of God. This reviewer 
gets a bit weary of the assumption of these 
men that if everybody knew as much as 
they do, then everybody would reject the 
Bible and the gospel of redemption through 
the precious blood of Christ. It never seems 
to occur to them that some of us were 
brought 43 on their “scientific” views and 
yet never knew a day’s real happines until 
we turned to the Lord Jesus to believe His 
Word and trust His grace. This book is 
commended for the charm of its style and 
the extent of research to which it gives 
evidence, but its conclusions are unequivo- 
cally rejected as false.

Changing Emphases in American 
Preaching, by Ernest Trice Thompson. 


Five men, who “to an unusual degree re- 
flect, or have helped to determine, impor- 
tant trends in the American pulpit,” are 
considered in this book. They are Horace 
Bushnell, Henry Ward Beecher, Dwight L. 
Moody, Washington Gladden, and Walter 
Rauschenbusch. The book, which com- 
prises the Stone Lectures for 1943 at Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary, forms a_ brief 
history of the rise of modernistic preach- 
ing through its various vicissitudes. The 
author, who is professor of Church His- 
tory and Church Polity at Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary, Richmond, Va., presents a 
wealth of background material in his care- 
fully documented lectures. 

Moody is given a fair and kindly treat- 
ment, but he seems to be in strange theo- 
logical company. All of the rest of these 
= were recognized as theological 
iberals in their own day. The question 
arises, however, as to whether or not one 
preacher in — period can be fairly repre- 
sentative of all other preachers of his day. 
Moody was not representative of all 

reachers of his time, and surely Rauschen- 

usch was far from being representative of 
a great group of preachers of his time. 
er, the selection and treatment given 

the work of these five preachers implies 
that the a regen of the great redemptive 
truths of the gospel have not only been 
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constantly outnumbered, but today are out- 
moded as well. Is this really true?

A Popular History of Christian Edu- 
cation, by Clarence H. Benson. 


In this volume we have a history of a 
special field of education. The word “popu- 
lar,” as found in the title, indicates that the 
writer intended that his book should be so 
written as to appeal to the people, as well 
as the expert in the field of religious edu- 
cation. Hence his aim is practical. He be- 
lieves in Christian education as a process 
by which souls are brought into saving 
faith and then built up in that faith. So 
Mr. Benson puts heart into his writing. 

The contents of the text and the life story 
of the author assure us that we are reading 
after one familiar with his field. Since 1923, 
Mr. Benson has given himself without stint 
to promoting and teaching this line. First 
as instructor and direttor in the Moody 
Bible Institute, and then as secretary of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Association, 
he has labored with enthusiasm. 

The bibliography is extensive. Seventy or 
eighty authorities are listed, including such 
names as Athearn, Betts, Cubberley, Kuist, 
Kurtz, Monroe, Peloubet, Price, Sampey, 
Schaff, and Trumbull. 

The table of contents reveals that the 
author realizes the relation of Christian 
education to general education. He has a 
chapter on “The Movement Toward Uni- 
versal Education”; another dealing with 
“Early Education in America”; and another 
on “Progress of the Public Schools.” His 
fair-mindedness, a necessary virtue in a 
historian who would have his work live, 
is manifest in his unbiased way of treating 
“The Catholic Counter Reformation.” His 
thoroughness is seen in the comprehensive 
treatment of international and world con- 
ventions. 

The work supplies a real need in conserv- 
ative Christian education. I recommend it 
as a textbook for class work, as well as a 
cultural volume for library use.
